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' To Chancellor R. B. House: 


I have the privilege and pleasure of submitting this report which 
covers the period July 1, 1941 - June 30, 1950. In performing its part 
of the educational work of the University, the library has been affected 
and its actions influenced, as has the University by unsettled world 
conditions. . The lingering effects of the depression, preparation for 
war, waging the war, economic inflation, post-war tension between Russia‘ 
and the United States, and all the attending undesirable circumstances 
caused a change of emphasis at times and rendered the administration of 
the Library more complex and difficult than usual. Nevertheless, the 
accomplishments during the period constitute an imposing and satisfactory 
record. 

High lights include the operation of a highly successful War 
Information Center, the acquisition of many valuable sets and collections 
through both gift and purchase, and the beginning of construction on the 
addition to the library building. 


SLOW RECOVERY FROM THE EFFECTS OF THE DEPRESSION 


The Library entered the period covered by this report still suffer- 
ing from the forced economies of the depression. Although the University 
kad made long strides in recovering the ground lost, the Library had not 
been given the resources necessary to keep pace with the University as a 
whole. For example, both the student body and the faculty had experienced 
a substantial increase since the lifting of the depression, a growth 
which was reflected in a proportionate increase in University expenditures, 
but in 1940-41 the Library spent less for library materials than it had 
ten years earlier ($36,401.55 in 1930-31, against $32,598.75 in 1940-41). 
A similar lag was evident in expenditures for library personnel and certain 
work had to be left undone because of lack of adequate staff. This was 
particularly true of cataloging and has continued to be the case. Today 
there is a tremendous accumulation of uncataloged materials, so great in 
amount that a special cataloging project may be necessary to clear it 
away, but which will deter full use of library resources so lang as it 


_ remains uncataloged. 


Furthermore, there had been need for an addition to the library 
building for a number of years. The depression had delayed legislative 
appropriations for this purpose. The situation in 1941-42 may be summed. 
up briefly by saying that the support was meager; the library was under- 
staffed, causing a great amount of work to be left undone or indefinitely 
postponed; and the building was filled far beyond its planned capacity. 


The decrease in support which resulted from the lean years and 
which continued during the succeeding years has caused the Library to 
lose its position of leadership in the South. First, Texas then Duke 
University, and finally the libraries of the Joint University in Nashville 
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and the University of Virginia have surpassed it in various aspects, and 
now others are gradually overtaking it. This point will be amplified 
later in this report. 


THE WAR YEARS 


Sunday, December 7, 1941, Pearl Harbor -- again war had come to 
the United States. As the country developed the greatest war program 
in its history, the effects gradually changed the complexion of campus 
life. At first defense and then war work was accelerated in all depart- 
ments of the University. The educational program was placed on an all- 
round the year basis which permitted graduation in three years rather 
than in the customary four year period. Civilian enrollment decreased, 
being replaced by men in uniform. It became commonplace to hear the 
sound of feet marching in rhythm accompanied by the singing of colorful 
songs, among which the favorite seemed to be the one about someone 
strumming on his guitar while being entertained in the kitchen by Dinah. 


_ The war, of course, affected the work of the Library through 
reduction 2f personnel, increase in duties and activities, changed pro- 
cedures and disturbed budget. However, the opportunity to share in the 
war effort was recognized and seized. The emphasis on graduate work 
was greatly reduced and the undergraduate use was modified in accordance 
with the exigencies of preparing students for the pursuits of war rather 
than peace. The constantly changing aspect of the wartime campus popula- 
tion was responsible for a wider range of service as well as a longer 
library day. The meteorologists, the N.R.O.T.C., the A.S.T.P. group, 
the marine group and finally the V-12's injected in turn a more diversi- 
fied note into the more or less standardized pattern of service. 


The library's collection also was tested from several new angles 
and gaps discovered or rediscovered that previously had given only minor 
concern. For example, frequent requests for maps stimulated by war 
conditions called attention to the fact that the Library's collections 
were weak in such material. The subsequent designation of the Library 
as a depository for 50,000 maps by the Army Map Service has tended to 
remedy in part this particular deficiency. 


WAR INFORMATION CENTER 


One of the special activities carried on by the Library during 

. the war was the War Information Center. To the end that informative 

books and other forms of print might find their pertinent place in the 
national crisis, plans were made in the summer of 1941 to establish an 
information center devoted to the purpose of promoting citizen understanding 
and participation in the defense effort. Furthermore, the Library realized 
that the War was a conflict of ideas, theories and political ideals, as 

well as of military weapons; that ignorance of facts would tend to encourage 
defeatism; and that’ pecple had not only to be informed concerning the issues 
but. also must be made aware of their significance and implications. These 
efforts reached fruition in the fall of that year as a part of the Univer- 
sity center for Civilian Morale Service. On Monday morning, December 8, 

the day after Pearl Harbor, the Center was placed in operation in a conspic- 
uous position in the main lobby of the Library. 
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The development of this service was made possible by a special 
appropriation for books and equipment by the University Administration 
for that purpose. The book collection was at first composed of books 
drawn from the stacks which described the various countries involved 
in the war. This collection grew rapidly through the purchase of newly 


‘published materials dealing with the various phases of the War, and by 


gifts from the information services of the Allied Nations and the several 
agencies of the Federal Government. Most of these books, pamphlets, maps, 
charts and posters were of intense interest at the moment, and when 
placed on exhibiticn they made a colorful and arresting display, with-wide 
appeal throughout the campus. 


The new books purchased for the Center were not catalogued on 
receipt, but were placed immediately on open shelves, thus providing’ 
prompt Opportunity for students and faculty to be informed on the 
latest available print on war topics. The number of pamphlets finally _ 
tTeached a totai of nearly 20,000. The book collection was regularly 
weeded to a fairly static number of 2,000 titles. A newspaper clipping 


~file proved to be another invaluable source of the kind of quick reference 


for which the Center was relied upon. Under supervision, volunteer helpers 
daily clippedfour newspapers and also assisted in maintaining the service 
desk. In addition, they kept up-to-date materials on four large and 
several small bulletin boards. 

* -'The Center cooperated actively with the faculty of the Navy Pre- 
flight School, the State Office of Civilian Defense, the Institute of 
Government, the International Relations Club, the A.S.T.P., and various 
other war agencies. Through both its own efforts and those of the 
cooperating agencies, the Center made available the mass of materials 
relative to the War, tivilian participation, defense measures, conserva- 
tion of resources, tax problems, peace proposals, post-war planning, and 
numberous other social and economic questions arising from the national 
emergency and the world crisis. 


During its first months of service, the Center was operated by 
Katherine K. Weed who obtained leave in the spring of 1942 to enter the 
U.S. Naval Reserve Midshipmen's School; she was succeeded by Mrs. Agatha 
B. Adams, who directed the activity until the Center was discontinued. 
Under their direction the Center won nationwide recognition, not only in 
the profession and among colleges and universities, but also throughout 
the educational world. Illustrative of this was the repeated citation 


_of the Chapel Hill Center as a model by the press and releases of library 


organizations, the United States Department of Education, and other 
governmental agencies. The New York Times for March 29, 1942, carried 

a photograph of the Center along with a news story about the University's 
entire war program. 


Shortly after the close of the War, it was necessary to discontinue 
the work of the Center, owing to a lack of staff and of funds. During 
the three years of its existence, it dramatically served a real need in 
providing and making quickly available new books, pamphlets and ephemeral 
material on domestic and international affairs, and a ready reference 
service on current topics. The books purchased for the Center were cata~ 
logued and added to the Library's general collection, and the large body 
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of non-book materials (pamphlets, posters, maps, clippings and charts) 
was boxed and stored. At some time in the future all of these items 
will constitute a historical collection on World War II comparable to 
the Bowman Gray Collection on World War I. 


BOOKS AND PERIODICALS 


By the end of 1942 the impact of the war caused the emphasis in 
book buying to shift from what was wanted to what could be obtained. 
Those departments dependent chiefly on works in foreign languages were 
able to purchase very few books, apart from those published in Latin 


‘America. Some fortunate domestic booksellers were able to buy up foreign 


libraries and some English dealers also issued catalogues from time to 
time. The competition for such offerings was so keen that a library had 
little chance of acquiring any of them unless the catalogue was checked 
immediately on its arrival, with orders following at once by cable, if 
abroad, and sometimes by telegram in this country. This condition existed 
throughout the War and for some time after its end. Some of the notable 
acquisitions during this period are listed inthe section on acquisitions. 


PERSONNEL 


Problems of personnel became increasingly difficult as the War 
progressed. As it took personnel from both the student and professional 
staffs, replacements became hard to find. Relief for the student 
positions was secured through the employment of high school students 
and local people. Replacements for professional staff became almost an 
impossibility. The scarcity of librarians for certain types of positions 
has prevailed until this day. 


POST WAR DEMANDS ON THE LIBRARY 


Change was characteristic: of the academic year 1945-46. With the 
opening of the curtailed fall quarter in November came the first contingent 
of ex-servicemen and the beginning of peace-time library problems. An 
upward trend in the use of all the library's services was apparent at 
once. There was not only a sharp increase in the volume of student use 
of the Library, but also in the type of student and of his interests. 

He was more mature, more serious in purpose, and his interests in current 
problems and affairs in general were much wider than those of his pre- 
war counterpart. 


The first full post-war year, 1946-47, brought much that was gratifying, 
as well as many problems. An increased opportunity for service resulted 
from an expanded student body, including a great increase in the number of 
graduate students. Unfortunately, the neawakened interest in research was 
handicapped by a limited book budget, crowded and disordered book stack, 
much potentially useful material boxed and in dead storage, and a catalog- 
ing department unable to keep pace with current accessions because of a 
limited staff. The lack of balance thus created between the demands from 
without and the ability from within to meet them, resulted in added stress 
and strain on all departments of the Library. 
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Since the end of the War the unprecedented enrollment in the 
Graduate School has created an extremely heavy demand for research 
resources which the Library was not always able to meet. Furthermore, 
five new departments have been established by the University since 1945: 
Communications and Radio, City and Regional Planning, Mathematical 
Statistics, Religion, and Astronomy. In addition to the new denartments 
the areas of some of the older departments have been expanded through 
the addition of new courses. These new departments and courses are 
enumerated to emphasize that the University has failed to maintain a 
balance. between its ambitious research program and the ability of the 
Library to furnish a reasonable amount of the material needed for research. 
Corresponding increases in the book budget and carefully planned acquisition 
policies to provide enlarged and more varied instructional and research 
programs have not been provided. 


As a result there has been an excessive use of the interlibrary loan 
service and the University's research prestige is resting heavily upon the 
resources of other libraries. The April 1949 issue of College and Research 
Libraries carried a survey of interlibrary loan statistics of forty-four 
universities scattered throughout the country. The University of North 
Carolina was found to rank first in the number of titles borrowed from 
other libraries. This statistic points to the fact that the University 
of North Carolina cannot continue to pursue its policy of increasing its 
graduate interests without taking stock of its ability to meet these 
expanding research obligations. 


The interlibrary loan records for the entire period covered by this 
report réveal an alarming discrepancy between the research programs of the 
University and the inability of the library to meet them. For years the 
annual growth of the Library, measured in the addition of catalogued and 
accessible materials, has been disturbingly low. The University, on the 
contrary, has made great strides in expanding its Graduate School and in 
developing new departments and courses. Meanwhile the divergence between 
the growth of the Library and the expansion of the educational program 
continues to widen. 


This insufficiency of research materials is a serious mtter, for 
the’ success of the work of the scholar, student, and investigator depends 
to a large extent upon adequate resources for investigation. Dr. Louis R. 
Wilson, in writing on:'this question, has, said that “investigation and 
advanced study are impossible without such facilities, and the ability 


. of the University to prepare individuals for the professions or to support 


work for the doctorate is directly related to the Library's adequacy. 
Universitias with smaller collections can offer work in correspondingly 
fewer fields. The University of North Carolina, with 557,189 volumes has 
awarded the doctorate in only 20 fields, and will not be able to offer well 


. supported work in a number of its departments until its library resources 


are materially strengthened." 
MARSHALLING OF FORCES 
Addition to the Building 
eb ARDS on RE RIA DT 


Despite the lack of adequate resources there are many heartening 
aspects in the library picture today. The most encouraging development is 
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the construction of an addition to the library building. The present 
building was occupied in June 1929, and has been crowded far beyond its 
capacity for years, with thousands of volumes in storage and those in the 
stacks too crowded for either proper preservation or use. The General 
Assembly of 1947 appropriated $1,215,000 for the addition and equipment, 
but this amount proved to be insuificient and was increased by $400,000 
by the Legislature of 1949. 


Plans were drawn, with H. Raymond Weeks of Durham serving as 
architect, and Arthur C. Nash of Washington and A. M. Githens New York 
as consulting architects. Subsequently the contract was awarded to the 
J. A. Jones Construction Company of Charlotte and excavation was begun 
in October, 1949. Since then the work of the staff has been performed 
under particularly trying physical conditions. While every piece of 
steel and stone set into place brings nearer the provision of adequate 
quarters, almost every act of the builders is a distraction to the staff. 
All of the offices and most of the work areas either have had to be vacated 
Or else retained under the most trying conditions. As the work progresses, 
finding space for all the dispossessed offices and departments becomes 
increasingly difficult. However, the realization of the relief which the 
completed building will bring encourages the staff to carry on their work 
under the nerve-racking circumstances. 


The addition to the building is well along toward completion and 
when finished will approximately double both the reader and book capacity 
of the original building. The additional space will enable the library 
to initiate new activities as well as to-expand and coordinate those already 
in operation. The following partial listing of the new features will give 
an idea of the expansion made possible by the extra space. 


The North Carolina Collection will be housed and serviced in large, 
beautifully furnished quarters. Two special rooms, the Raleigh Room, with 
authentic panelling and furniture of the Jacobean Period, and the Early’ 
Carolina Room, with early Carolina pine panelliag and period furniture, 
will house books on Sir Walter Raleigh and early North Carolina respec- 
tively. The Southern Historical Collection will nave for the first 
time adequate and appropriate space in which to store its manuscripts 
and to serve its readers. Rare and valuable books will be segregated in 
a suite of handsomely decorated and furnished rooms where optimum condi- 
tions for their preservation will be maintained. Ample space and equip- 
ment will replace the present makeshift photographic laboratory. A single 
. large room will be used to bring together the starf members concerned with 
the acquisition and preparation of materials. There will be two new 
reading rooms, one serving as a public affairs reading room to which the 
reader will go for the latest pamphlet, document, or periodical on any 
subject; the other being used as a subject reading room for some depart- 
ment or combination of departments. An assembly room on the ground floor, 
equipped with facilities for motion pictures, will be used by small campus 
groups, for the Bull's Head Bookshop teas, and for exhibitions. The 
Bull's Head Bookshop will occupy more spacious rooms and the Extension 
Library will expand into the space now occupied by the Bookshop.- In 
the enlarged book stack there will be additional carrels (increasing the 
total number co more than 500), graduate study areas, conference and 
typing rooms, and other facilities, fully air-conditioned for the preser- 
vation of materials. There is also full air-conditioning in the North 
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Carolina Room, and the photographic laboratory. The shelving capacity, 
seating capacity, and graduate study facilities will be increased approxi- 
mately one hundred per cent. 


Growth oz Collections 
On June 30, 1941, there were 403,051 volumes in the Library. By 
June 30, 1950, this number had grown to 557,189, an increase of 154,138 
or 38.2%. The General Assemblies of 1947 and 1949 provided increased 
funds which have been of untold help in strengthening both the resources 
and services of the Library. 


' Friends of the Library. In addition to the support derived from the 
State, the Library's collections have been augmented greatly through gifts. 
Donations from the Friends of the Library have been a constant source for 
the enrichment of the library's collections. This was true even before 
the formal organization of the Friends in 1932, but the number of donations 
has increased substantially since then, especially during the administration 
of the present Librarian. In fact, the value of gifts during the past 
several years has been equal to or more than the appropriation from the 
State for books. 


The gifts of property by Mr. John Sprunt Hill have been outstanding. 
In addition to the older donation of the Carolina Inn, he has given a 
number of business buildings on Franklin Street. The income from then, 
as well as from the Inn, aiter maintenance costs are deducted, is to be 
used for library purposes. The income from these properties will form a 
continuum of his abiding interest in the Library

SPECIAL RECOGNITIONS 


Cards for Resources in Photographic Section of the Library of 


In 1945 the University of North Carolina Library was designated 


as a depository for a set of descriptive cards cov 


the Photograph Section of the Library of Congress. The basic deposit 
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consisted of 2,250 cards, to which have been added other cards from time 
to time. The initial set of cards describe the pictures made under the 
direction of Roy Stryker for the Resettlement Administration, the Farm 
Security Administration and the Office of War Information durine the 
period 1935-1943. Prints of pictures in the collection are furnished 
by the Library of Congress at a nominal sum. 


Maps 


In 1945 the Library was designated by the Army Map Service as a 
depository of 25,000 military maps in duplicate. These maps are of value 
to research workers in such varied fields as Geography, Economics, Geology, 
History, Political Science, Agriculture, and aher allied subjects. In 
Order to qualify as a depository the cooperating library had to agree to 
Supply to the Army Map Service a record of new mapping materials acquired 
by it, Besides the maps a few gazeteers and other publications of a 
geographic: nature are included. 


In addition to the foregoing maps the Library of Congress has 
sent some eight hundred maps produced by the Office of Strategic Services, 
and about three hundred charts made by the United States Hydrographic 


‘Office. : 


United Nations 


Late in 1948 the United Nations Library made a study of the libraries 
to which it would continue to send the publications of the United Nations. 
Fortunately, through the establishment of exchange arrangements weighted 
heavily in our favor, the Library was designated as a depository on December 
10, 1948. Through this arrangement the University of North Carolina Library 
receives, with slight cost, a continual stream of valuable publications. 


Cross-Cultural Survey 


Although not participated in by the Library, the acquisition by 
the Sociology Department in 1949 of duplicate set of files of the 
Cross-Cultural Survey at the Yale Institute of Human Relations, is 
a distinct asset to the research resources of the University. This 
survey, started in 1937, is composed at present of about 500,000 five 
by eight sheets on which are entered excerpts from books, pamphlets and 
articles arranged under subjects in the fields of Social Science, Sociology, 


. Anthropology, Psychiatry, Political Science, History, Law, and Government. 


These entries, costing over $200,000 to date and which will cost approxi- 
mately $70,000 to duplicate are being reproduced under a grant from the 
Carnegie Corporation and are being deposited in ten selected American 
Universities subscribing $2,500 per year for a period of five years and 
supplying assistance to the further development of the project. The 
selection of the University of North Carolina as one of the ten universi- 
ties to share in this enterprise is a distinction. 


Unesco 
Early in March 1950 the Library was informed by Jaime Torres Bodet, 


Director-General of the United Nations Educational, Scientific, and 
Cultural Organization, that it had been selected as a depository for the. 
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publications and documents of Unesco. In return for this service, the 
Library agreed to preserve the documents and publications, properly 
classified and catalogued, so that the public may consult them with 

the least possible delay, to make the documents and publications 
available to the general public, free of charge,at all reasonable hours, 
and ‘arrange for the loan of documents and publications of Unesco to 
other libraries. The Library, of course, agreed to these terms and was 
designated as a depository. 


Donations of Money for Special Purposes 


In March 1948, the North Carolina Pharmaceutical Research Foundation 


gave the first of an unknown number of annual gifts of five hundred dollars 
each, to be used in strengthening the Library of the School of Pharmacy. 


When the Institute of Fisheries Research was established in 1947, 
the Federal Government allotted $1,000 for books and binding in order to 
hasten the formation of a library in the Institute. 


The Sociology Department was given in 1947, $5,000 by the Carnegie 
Corporation for the purchase of books relating to the races and peoples 
OLeALTica:. 


In the summer of 1940 the Rockefeller Corporation gave the Library 
$25,000 for the acquisition of Latin American materials during the five- 
year period beginning July 1, 1940. 12,718 volumes were added as a result 
of this grant. 


In conjunction with Tulane, Vanderbilt, and the University of 
Texas, the University of North Carolina received a grant of $11,200 per 


year for five years, beginning in 1947 from the Carnegie Corporation for 
the purchase of materials relating to Latin America. 


REPORTS OF DEPARTMENTS 
Cataloging 


As has been stated previously the work of the Cataloguing Depart~- 
ment has been handicapped by, first of all, a staff inadequate in size 


.to catalog the books as rapidly as they-were added to the Library. Further- 


more, there has been an unprecedented turnover in the staff necessitating 
the expenditure of much tine in training new people, aad the crowded 
quarters have further hampered the work of the department. The year 1946-47 
was especially difficult because of the disruption caused by the death 

of Miss Elizabeth Thompson on June 4, 1946. She had served as head of the 
department for twenty-three years. 


In addition to work caused by the increase in the volume of 
acquisitions, the establishment of new and growth of old departmental 
libraries placed a much greater load on an already overburdened staiz. , 
For instance, the cards made for departmental catalogs has increased 109 .8% 
during the last nine years, the figures being 5,505 in 1941-42 and 11,554 
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in 1949-50. Also it is interesting to observe that during 1949-50 slightly 
over 347% of the new titles processed by the Cataloguing Department went to 
departmenta]. libraries. This figure rises to 47% when the volumes 
catalogued by the Serials Department and the North Carolina Room are 
included. These statistics become significant when it is remembered 

that two sets of cards must be typed, revised, and filed instead of one 

for every book sent to a departmental library. 


In addition to the actual cataloging of books the department has 
been called on to perform various other duties. For example, in 1942-43 
the department cooperated with the Union catalog by checking the letter 


A in the Catalog of Books Represented by the Library orf Congress Printed 
Cards Issued to July 31, 1942 with our card catalog. Copies were made 
and sent to the Union Catalog for the 1,050 titles not in the printed 


catalog. Again in 1948-49 the Catalogue Department cooperated with the 
Union Catalog by sending the cards from the local union catalogue to the 
Library of Congress of photographing. 


After many years of anticipation, work began last year. on the 
cataloguing of the collection of 10,500 Spanish plays which has been in 
the Library for over twenty years. In a general attempt to speed up 


' the work of cataloguing, Library of Congress cards are now being ordered 


for in-print books at the time the books are ordered. This plan has 
helped but nothing can take the nlace of a larger staff, a continuing 
need which has been emphasized in all theanual reports of the depart- 
ment for many years and to which the great accumulation of uncataloged 
materials gives silent but effective supporting evidence. 


In spite of the handicaps mentioned above, the Department has 
cataloged an average of 10,034 volumes a year or a total of 90,309, and 
has added 483,917 cards to the various catalogs and shelf lists. More 
complete statistics are in Appendix A. 


Circulation Department 


Perhaps the Circulation Department reflected more sharply the 
exingencies and the changes produced by the war than any other part of 
the Library. The entire story is there, including the rapid decrease 
in circulation when the student body was called to war and the men in 
service on the campus were issued their own textbooks; the struggie to 
maintain desk service with untrained, inexperienced help; the quick 


. turnover in personnel; the assignment to girls of tasks formerly considered 


appropriate only for boys, such as the heavy work of shelving and shifting 
books; the sudden upturn in circulation at the end of the war, and the 
return to the staff of experienced assistants who had been in service. 


Circulation reached its peak in the three years 1936-1939 and 
began to drop during 1939-1940. It dropped sharply in 1940-41, even 
greater in 1941-42, and reached its nadir in 1944-45 when only 149,751 
volumes were circulated. The following year reached a distinct increase 
and by 1949-50 the circulation had exceeded the figure for 1941-42, but 
was still short of the peak reached during the late 1930's.

The service of lending books to other libraries through interlibrary 
loans showed little change during the early years of the war; in fact win 
1941-42 there was a slight increase over the preceding year. By 1942-43, 
however, the reduction in graduate enrollment elsewhere resulted in a 
decrease of 237% in lending to other libraries. These loans continued to 
decrease sharply through 1945-46 and then an upward trend became observable. 
In 1949-50 the number of volumes lent came near to attaining the top figure 
of 1941-42. 


Among the postwar accomplishments of the Circulation Department was 
the installation of a new system of fines in the fall of 1947 which 
resulted in a favorable reaction on part of the borrowers — as favorable 
as an unpopular regulation could be. The following year saw further 
changes in the circulation routines, the most far-reaching of which was 
the adoption of the Keysort card charging system in September 1948. The 
task of converting approximately 15,000 cards to Keysort was begun on 
September 7 and completed before school opened on September 24. ‘The 
circulation librarian with the advice and aid of the head of the Economics 
Department discarded and stored a number of copies of obsolete textbooks 
in the field of Economics, keeping one or two of each title and edition 
for historical and research purposes. 


During this nine year period the deplorable conditions of crowded 
shelves in the stack has hampered effective service to readers. Even 
before 1941 many more books were jammed into the shelves than they could 
comfortably accommodate. In the succeeding years there has been continuous 
shifting of books in an attempt to find a few feet of shelf space, searching 
for areas in which wooden shelving could be placed, and boxing for storage 
of many volumes. As a result of this over-crowding, books have been 
damaged by being shelved too tightly together, they have been misplaced, 
and service to readers sacrificed. The eifects of an overcrowded condition 
cannot be shown statistically but its effects are real. 


Documents Department 


The work in this field was greatly increased in 1941-42, by two 
factors: interest in the statistical material from the 16th Census and 
the great number of publications issued by newly organized war agencies. 
Demand for the latter publications was stimulated by the activity of the 
Library's War Information Center. 


Early in 1942, owing to personnel losses, it became necessary for 
the Reference Department to carry much of the work with documents, particu- 
larly with federal publications. From that time on until the Documents 
Department was reactivated it was impossible to give satisfactory service 


-with state documents. Publications received from Washington were recorded 


and shelved, but state documents necessarily were boxed and labelled. 

There was little opportunity to claim missing or delinquent publications. 
This was all the more to be regretted when trends in the curriculum 
developed a marked increase in the demands for state materials. The subject 
fields of Political Science, Sociology, Economics and the Institute for 
Research in the Social Sciences were seriously concerned. 
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The most significant acquisitions in the field of doctments during 
this period came as a direct result of the cooperation of the University 
of North Carolina with the Library of Concress in the latter's micro- 
filming project to supply the lacunae in its sets of legislative journals 
of the various states. This work has been done under the direction of 
Professor W. S. Jenkins of the Department of Political Science of this 
University, who was relieved of his teaching duties at intervals for 
that purpose. Each of the two libraries receives a copy of each film roll 
and the Library's documentary resources in the field of political science 
and history ‘have been greatly enhanced above their previous high standing. 


After a lapse of about three years, the Documents Department was 
reopened as a separately administered unit on June 15, 1946. The year 
1945-46 also witnessed a great increase in documents resources, owing to 
the Library's subscription to British official documents and its designa- 
tion as a depository for United Nations documents. Two years later quite 
an-unusually large number of documents descended upon the Library when 
many of the once-secret World War II documents were declassified and 
distributed. An important addition to the documents holdings occured in 
1948-49 when a subscription was entered for the Journal Officiel de la 
République Frangaise; comprising four parts, the Documents Parlementaires 
of the National Assembly, Débates Parlementaires of the National Assembly 
and also of the Council of the Republic, and the Lois et Décrets. 


With the exception of the state publications, all documents are 
now well organized and adequate checking records for making them easily 
available are maintained. The state publications remain in a wretched 
condition except for a few categories. Since the summer of 1946, an 
effort has been made to check in all documents received in the following 
fields; auditor's reports, education, fishery, geology, health, labor, 
legislation, planning, and welfare. State documents in other fields 
have been boxed because of lack of both staff and shelf space for their 
storage. 


A record has been kept of the questions asked in the Documents 
Department during the past three years. Although there has been no 
abrupt increase, the annual increment indicates a growing use of the 
Gocuments resources. The figures are: 1947-48, 2,086; 1948-49, 2,162; 
and 1949-50, 2,436. Statistics showing the annual acquisition of 
documents is in Appendix C. 


Library Extension Department 


The activities of the Extension Department are organized under 
the following division: the preparation and publication of study 
outlines based on books of special interest to clubs and forums, 
service to informal study groups and readers’ advisory service through- 
out the State; the lending of books to non-resident teachers, students 
and general readers, as well as libraries and other educational organi- 
zations; a state-wide reference service to all mail inquiries; and the 
operation of a book shop for the lending and sale of books to local 
readers. 
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Throughout the war years, the Department continued the publication 
of six study outlines each year, in spite of unavoidable delays caused 
by printshop shortages of stock and labor. Some of the titles of those 
outlines reflect the shifting interests of the tense period in which 
we have been living; such as Places and Peoples of the Pacific by Dale and 
Walter Spearman, Blueprints for Tomorrow by Agatha B. Adams, Some Leaders 


of the World at War by E. S. and J. L. Godirey, The Conflict of Political 
Ideas by L. 0. Kattsoff, America Looks Ahead by Walter Spearman, Arts in 
the Soviet Union by Emily Bridgers, and Chinese Caravan by Harriet H. 
Robson. Others are continuations of series of long-standing interest, 


such as Adventures in Reading by Agatha B. Adams and Other Peoples’ Lives 


“by Cornelia S. Love. Still others deal with topics of permanent interest, 


such as Lucile Kelling'’s Pattern of America and Contemporary Poetry, 
Adeline McCall's Music in America, and Agatha B. Adam's John Charles 
McNeill, a Biographical Sketch. 


During the war many readers gave up their study activities to 
enter the war work and the number of registered study clubs dropped to 
a low of sixty-one in the fall of 1945. There was a marked upswing 
in the fall of 1946 but since then the number has levelled off at a 
somewhat lower number than that for 1941-42. In contrest to the 
decrease in the number of registered clubs, there has been a steady 
increase in individual reques=s for books and reference service, some 
of the latter beingelementary, but many requiring both time and profes- 
sional skill. 


The Department collected, classified and sent to camps at Fort 
Bragg and Wilmington over 3,000 books given by local residents in 1943-44. 
Also, 120 books were sent to Camp Butner for the use of German prisoners 
of war, and 135 to Germany for the use of American prisoners. The Depart- 
ment served in a similar capacity as the agency for the collection and 
distribution of current periodicals to the University Infirmary and the 
U. S. Naval Hospital. : 


The Bull's Head Bookshop. The Bull's Head Bookshop, in its small 
corner of the Extension Library, serves the needs of the campus for 
recreational reading and book-ownership. One of its important functions 
is providing to students and faculty an opportunity to browse among the 
new books, attractively displayed on open shelves and tables. The Book- 
shop was one of the few sections of the Library whose use did not decline 
during the war years; in fact, the use of the Bookshop, as reflected in 


‘sales and rentals, shows a general increase from 1941-42 to date. The 


income from sales and rentals has increased from $8,207.28 in 1941-42 to 
$17,465.34 in 1949-50. 


The Bookshop has presented a number of well known authors at its 
teas held once a month through the academic year. Among the many speakers 
during the past seven years have been LeGette Blythe, James Saxon Childers, 
Hardin Craig, Jonathan Daniels, Walter Prichard zZaton, Paul Green, Noel 
Huston, Claire Leighton, Josephina Niggli, Lennox Robinson, Betty Smith, 
James Street, and Thomas T. Waterman. 


The statistics for the Library Extension Department including the 
Bull's Head are in Appendix D. 
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Order Department , 


The Order Department first felt the impact of the War in the 
inability to buy publications from foreign countries, except those 
from Latin America. However, a University is so dependent on foreign 
publications that it was hard for professors to realize that many 
sources of supply were cut off during the war. Requests for German 
and French publications continued to come in, with the hope that some 
could be supplied from stocks in this country. But the booksellers 
were soon sold out of everything worth having in the foreign field. 
It remained possible to order from England, and, though long delays 
were incurred, the packages they sent us arrived with very little 
loss in transit. But the English themselves lost so many books, were 
able to publish so few, and in such small quantities, that only a small 
proportion of our requests could be supplied. 


All this meant that the library book collection suffered in certain 
fields. An attempt was made to offset the failure to get foreign periodi- 
cals by reserving in the Library Upkeep fund a substantial sum to be spent 
at the end of the war for foreign periodicals published during the war 
years. 


The Library participated in the Cooperative Acquisitions of Foreign 
Publications Project and received between four and five thousand items 
published in Europe during the war. Although materials were received 
from France, Germany, Holland, and Italy, those from Germany predominated. 
They wer2 particularly helpful in the fields of political science, history, 
economics, and for a study of facist propaganda.. 


As a result of the increased appropriations given the Library for 
books by the 1947 and 1949 Legislatures and the increasing amounts spent 
from departmental funds, especially by medicine andmsic, the Order 
Department has been swamped with work during recent years. There is a 
crying need for a bookkeeper and an additional clerical worker if the 
records are to be kept accurately and efficiently. 


Reference Department 
The influence of the War upon the work of the reference department, 


first felt in 1941-42 gained momentum in 1942-43 and continued steadily 
into 1945-46. However, that year saw a sharp fluctuation in the use of 


- the Reference Room, characteristic of the change in the University from 


a war to-a peace basis. During the first four months of the year, the 
use of the room fell to the lowest point of the war years; during the 

period from November through May it rose to the highest point reached 

to that time for a seven months period. In reference questions alone, 
November recorded an increase of 125.4% over the same month of the preceding 
year. Likewise, there was a marked contrast in reader attitude and study 
methods. The reading interests of veterans were much broader and deeper 

than were those of the pre-war student. ] 


The decline in some of the normal activities of the Department 
was more than offset by the assumption, as a wartime emergency, of the 
additional work of recording and giving reference service for government 
documents. 
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Wartime demands emphasized the weakness of the Library's map 
collection, and a movement was initiated, in cooperation with the 
Catalogue Department, to classify and to catalogue the maps on file in 
the Main Library and departmental libraries. Also, the members of the 
Reference Department staff realized that the fields of foreign diplomacy 


- and the collected source material necessary for an interpretative study 


of modern political and economic problems of European nations had been 
seriously neglected. 


In the post war years, as enrollments mounted, the urgent need for 
increased professional staff was clearly demonstrated. Continuing relief 
came in 1946-47 when two professional members were added to the staff. 

With these additions, for the first time since a’ separate reference service 
was organized in 1924, the department reached its estimated quota of 
minimum staff hours essential to offer reference service at a professional 
level at all times when the Library is open. 


The large number of volumes requested through inter-library loan 
has: been of concern even before the war. In February 1947, the excessive 
amount of borrowing was forcefully brought to the attention of the 
Reference Department when Library of Congress sent a memorandum stating 
that the University of North Carolina Library was violating the spirit 


of interlibrary loan service by asking for too many loans of certain 


types. This courteous reminder reveaied a situation far more serious 

than was apparent on the surface. For years the University had failed 

to maintain a nice balance between its ambitious research program and 

the ability of the Library to furnish a reasonable amount of the material 
needed for many research projects. One result of this policy had been an 
over-expanded interlibrary loan system and an unrecognized dependence upon 
other library collections. 


This action of the Library of Congress encouraged the Reference 
Department to make a study of the interlibrary loan situation which 
culminated in consultations with Dean W. W. Pierson and certain faculty 
members in an attempt to have research projects chosen on wnich most 
of the needed research resources could be found in this library. Asa 
result of this campaign against the excessive use of the interlibrary 
loan service, there was a decrease in interlibrary loan borrowing in 
1947-48 and later years. 


_ For years the members of the Reference Department had been aware 


of the need of giving instruction in the use of the Library to freshmen. 


If, as Dr. Graham was accustomed to say, the Library is the laboratory 

of the humanities, it loses much of its effectiveness unless its users 

are taught how to use it. Through the initiative of Miss Faison, Dr. 
George F. Horner, Chairman of freshman and sophomore English, invited 

the Reference Department to take over the task of giving instruction in 
the use of the library to freshmen. During the winter quarter of 1948- 
49, a series of three one-hour illustrated lectures, repeated five times 
each were given to approximately 450 students. Difficulties in securing a 
suitable lecture hall and the growing conviction in the English Department 
that a disproportionate amount of time was being given to library 
instruction forced the group interested in this matter to discuss other 
solutions. ‘The decision was made to inaugurate a new type of program in 
the fall of 1949. Three of the weekly open periods for freshmen, were 


allocated for instruction in the use of the library. The lectures continued 
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throughout the fall quarter and were given by the members of the reference 
. department to the nine administrative freshman groups. The series of three 


formal lectures with follow-up problems was given to approximately 950 
Students. Informal lecture-tours were given to the smaller groups of 
incoming freshmen at the beginning of all the other quarters including 
the summer session. 


It is too early to give a yalid evaluation of the results of these 
lectures and tours. Nevertheless, it is thought that they were worth the 
time and effort given. Although the number of requests for assistance 
received at the reference desk during 1949-50 set an all-time high record, 
the staff was conscious of the fact that fewer questions of a simple 
location nature or for assistance in the use of the card catalogue and 


Reader's Guide were made than is customary. 


. Serials Department 

No other department in the library felt the impact of the war more 
sharply than the Serials Department. It was greatly handicapped during 
the war shortages of personnel, a rapid turnover of both trained and 


"untrained staff, inability to get foreign titles, and great delays in 


getting books bound. Comparatively few new sets of journals were added 
during the war years and most of the few that were acquired were purchased 
on the Rockefeller Latin American Fund. 


However, the number of titles received, the number of volumes 
sent to the bindery began to increase at the end of the war, surged 
upward in 1947-1948 and went on in 1949-50 to establish records for the 


_ Mine-year period. During the past year the Serials Department ordered, 
checked in and distributed 5,578 titles (2,416 by subscription, 2,259 


by exchange, and 903 as gifts). In addition to the regular work of the 
Department it spent the greater part of a $25,000 special fund established 
for the purchase of medical titles, moved the department from its former 
quarters to the east of the main Reading Room, and accomplished this with 
five man hours a week less than was available in 1947-48. In fact the 
total amount of money spent by the Department increased in a two-year 
period from $31,797 in 1947-48 to $71,122 in 1949-50, an increment of 
229%. AS a result of this increase in expenditures the department bore 
an extremely heavy load during 1949-50, a burden in excess of what the 
staff should be expected to carry. 


Other outstanding accomplishments ‘during the past several years are: 
the consolidation of continuations with the periodicals inthe Serials 
Department, checking of all binding specifications, installation of a 
new rotary file, checking of the Serials catalog for needed cross references, 
the setting up of a system for checking in all titles received on contin- 
uation order and for keeping records of, payments, and development of work 
with exchanges. 


There waS one major change in the staff of the Department. Mrs. 
Marvin L. Skaggs, who had been head of the Department since 1916, resigned 
in 1944, and was replaced by Miss Mildred Davis. 


A statistical Summary of the work of the Department is in Appendix E.

DEPARTMENTAL LIBRARIES AND SPECIAL COLLECTIONS 


There has been a general growth and improvement of services in 
all department libraries and a sharp upsurge in some of them. 


Art Library 


The Art Library in 1941-42 contained the bare beginnings of a 
collection but today it has grown to the point where, although not adequate, 
graduate study and research are supported. It still lacks many basic 
titles and much secondary material but the addition of such sets as Ulrich 
Thieme and Felix Becker's Allgemeines Lexikon der Bilderden Kunstler von 
der Antike bis zur Gegenwart, Venturi's Storia del'’arte Italiana, and a 
great many valuable single volumes has given the Art Department a rich 
working collection. 


Although the books collection has grown the imperative need for 
a trained librarian to supervise and stimulate use; to provide reference 
Service, to prepare special library exhibits; and otherwise to make the 
library an exhilarating handmaiden of the arts has not been met. Dr. 
Clemens Sommer through intense interest and untiring effort has been of 
inestimable aid in developing the library. 


Botany Library 


As in other departments, the inavailability of many French, German 
and other foreign serials files during the war presented a serious 
problem. Since the end of the war a number of important sets of journals 
have been added which strengthened the research resource substantially. 
Among them are La Cellule; Pringshiem's Jahrbucher fur Wissenschsfliche 
Botanik, v. 1-36; Revue Mycologique, 14 v., Revue Bryologique, 10 v.; 
Journal de Botanique; Journal de la Société Botanique de Russie; and 
Le Botaniste. 


Chemistry Library 


The Chemistry Library has continued to grow through both the generous 
gifts of William Rand Kenan and purchases from library funds. Mr. Kenan's 
generosity has made possible many important acquisitions, including the 
purchase in 1942 of a collection of 300 books on the early history of 


‘ chemistry and a duplicate set of Chemical Abstracts. His interest dates 


back to the time when he was a student under Dr. Francis Preston Vanable, 
and his gifts have increased from year to year. 


The pressing needs of the Chemistry Library is for a trained 
librarian to furnish reference service and to supervise the use of 
the collection. An expansion of quarters which will take care of many 
years of growth areplanned when the annex is built to the Chemistry 
Building. 


Comnerce Library 


During the years before the War the circulation of books in the 
Commerce Library reached an ali-time high of 60,000 but between 1941- 
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and 1946 the circulation decreased as much as 75%, due to the decreased 
enrollment and to the fact that the Navy supplied textbooks to its 
trainees. However, with the end of the war and the tremendous enrollment 
in the Commerce School, the use of the Library surged upward. 


. Since foreign publications do not play the important part in economics 
and commerce as they do in the scientific field, the resources of the 
Commerce grew steadily through the war and have been accelerated since 
its ends by funds derived from student fees as well as the allotment 
for books from regular library funds. 


An intensive project, begun in 1944-45, to complete the files of 
trade union publications and to assemble the most comprehensive labor 
collection in the South has been expanded to strengthen the holdings in 
the broad field of labor and is progressing satisfactorily. Through 
this effort the periodical list of the Commerce Library was increased 
substantially by gifts from individual trade unions, Harvard University, 
and other institutions and agencies. 


' The commerce collection has shown gratifying growth during the 
past several years and when more space for both readers and staff is 
Occupied in the new building its services can be expanded. 


Se General College Library 


The General College Library also experienced a definite decrease 
in circulation during the war period, reaching its lowest point in 1945. 
A number of factors contributed to the decline, in addition to the effects 
of the War. In 1941, the General College changed from closed stacks to 
Open shelves, thus increasing the number of books used in the reading 
room and decreasing the number lent. In 1942, the Social Science reserve 
books were transferred to the Reserve Book Room, which directly affected 
circulation figures. Furthermore, during the summers of 1943 and 1945, 
the General College Library was closed, owing to insufficient personnel, 
However, in 1945-46, the use of books suddenly increased 209.8% and the 
room became inadequate to meet the increasing demand of students and the 
high rate of use has prevailed since then. 


Frequent turnover in the staff, in supervisors as well as student 
assistants, has affected continuity of effort. Mrs. James L. Godfrey 
resigned as Librarian in February, 1944. From then until May, 1944, Miss 

Lucy Fay, formerly a member of the faculty of the School of Library Service 
‘at Columbia University served as Librarian of the collection. She was 
succeeded by Mrs. Lionne A. Rush until July 1945 and, from then until 
Mrs. Charles Hopkins was employed on September 16, 1948, the position was 
filled by a non-professionally trained librarian. Within the past two 
years the former cumbersome charging system has been changed to Keysort, 
the staff manual has been completely revised, reference service has been 
offered, and the room made more attractive through the use of travel 
posters and colorful and artistic pictures. Although hampered by lack 
of space, the library is being operated efficiently and fruitfully. 


Geology Library 


The Geology Library experienced during the war years a definite 
decrease in circulation, but also concomitantly a marked increase in 
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reference questions and in the use, in which there was emphasis on mgp 
interpretation, metcorclogy, economic geology, and piysiography. This 
interest reflected the curricula of the service units on the campus and 
the Department was able to serve actively the students concerned in map: 
interpretation and meteorology. The collection has grown steadily by ; 
acquisition of books, periodicals, and maps, especially maps. During 
1945-46 alone, 2,173 maps were added and each year since there has been 
a large number of them added. The end of the war brought the largest 
student enrollment in the history of the Geology Department. The increase 
in number of students and the steady increment of the collection has 
caused the needs for space for both books and readers to become acute. 
The circulation and reference work which began a steady increase at the 
end of the War exceeded all former records during the past year. 


Law Library 


The Law Library went on a wartime basis in 1941-42, with a great 
decrease in enrollment. Taking advantage of the lull in the work caused 
by a small number of students, a fruitful effort was launched to secure 
needed state documents by exchange, purchase, and gift. The librarian 
Spent considerable time organizing the Law Library at the North Carolina 
College for Negroes in Durham. Also in 1942, she was elected President 
of the Carolina Law Librarians Group, and chairman of the Joint Committee 
on Classification and Pay Plans of the American Association of Law 
Libraries and the American Association of Law Schools. She actively 
continued this work throughout the war years. 


When the Law School enrollment suddenly increasing in 1945-1946 
from 15 to 150 students, the Law Library suddenly was back not only on 
a@ pre-war footing, but also was faced with greatly increased demands on 
staff and resources. Veterans crowded the Library, requiring greater 
service and more books. Installation of a new reading room became 
mecessary, in addition to the two over-crowded ones already in use. Besides 
the customary needs of law students, unusual and increased demands came 
from Social Science students on the campus and from neighboring institu- 
tions. 


During the following year the enrollment reached 222 and a year 
later rose to 285 and the demands became more intensified. Four extra 
rooms had to be equipped with documents, periodicals, codes, and texts 
to care for the overflow. Besides these, a temporary structure located 


. behind the Law School building was for a typing and study hall. 


The demands for service became too great to be met with the present 
staff and physical facilities. However, in 1947-48 a new wing for the Law 
Building was authorized by the Legislature, with a large portion Of Lt 
being designed for library purposes. Plans were drawn for a stack of 
100,000 capacity, seating space for 250. students, and ample work areas 
for staff and research groups. At present these plans are being 
translated into steel and brick which, when finished, together with the 
present facilities will provide space for both readers and book storage 
for many years. 


The past nine years have witnessed far reaching progress in the Law 
Library. 
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Medical Library. 


- The development in 1939 of the School of Public Health, the organ- 
ization in 1941 of a department of Public Health nursing and the increased 
research in these fields, as weil as the School of Medicine, resulted in 
a startling use of the Library in 1941-42. The use of the medical library 
continued to be comparatively heavy throughout the war years because of 
the military program of training doctors. 

During the war the Library grew rapidly through.both purchase and 
gifts. After the end of the war when a four-year Medical School and the 
Dental School were assured, the amount of materials added to the Library 
took a tremendous upsurge. A special legislative appropriation of $25,000 
for 1949-50, the levying of a special library fee, and a collecting trip 
to Eastern libraries resulted in a flood of materials reaching the campus. 
The plans for the addition to the medical building provide enlarged 
quarters for the library which will serve all divisions of the Medical 
Sciences, with the possible exception of Pharmacy. Also provisions are 
being made for a larger stafi. With a rapidly growing book collection, 
an assured income for materials, a larger and better qualified staff, and’ 
adequate quarters in view, the future prospects of the medical library 
are indeed bright. 


Music Library 


The past nine years have seen a tremendous increase in the resources 

and services of the Music Library. The regular library allotment for 

books has been supplemented from Music Department funds at the rate of 
about three thousand dollars a year for several years. As a result there 
has been a steady stream of important sets, separates, scores, microfilms 
and recordings reaching the Library. Unfortunately, the cataloguing 
department of the Main Library has been unable, because of lack of staff, 
to catalogue all these materials and their effective use is impossible. 


Until 1946 there was no fill-time librarian. Since then there has 
been a librarian and the service to faculty and students has improved 
appreciably. 


In order to provide additional facilities for both studying and 
book storage, early in April 1950 the stacks were moved from the reading 
room into the room formerly occupied by the office starf, thus providing 


space for twenty-one additional sections of stacks and six carrels for 


use of graduate students. The present arrangement also makes possible 
more adequate supervision of the stack and less diserrangement or the 
books. 


The members of the Music Department faculty are aggressively inter- 
ested in the development of the Music Library and are cooperating with 

the Main Library in an effective manner to improve its resources and 
services. 
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to its large holdings of books, pamphlets, serials, mounted clippings, 
pictures and maps relating to the state and its people. The items range 
from a slight clipping to the first edition of John Lawson's and Sir 
Walter Raleigh's works. During the past year a collection of original 
typescripts of works by North Carolina authors was begun with the active 
aid of Paul Green. Another cornerstone in a new collection was the 
transcription of "Coffee with Congress" a radio program on which Senator 
Frank P. Graham was interviewed, given by the National Broadcasting 
Station of Washington. There are now approximately 133,723 items in 
the collection. Complete statistics of items added during the past 
nine years may be found in Appendix F. 


The collection in its great diversity covers the history, social, 
economic, political — in short, all phases of life and endeavor in 
North Carolina. Its richness and completeness are drawing more and 
more people to it. An increasing number of departments and schools of 
the University are using the resources of the collection as a means of 
Yesearch. Public health, social work, political economy, education and 
history require the use of its materials. In addition to the campus users, 
authors of various kinds, newspaper feature story writers, genealogists 
and others make use of its varied resources. 


In preparation for the relief which the quarters in the new building 
will provide, organization of the collection for transfer to its new 
quarters has been going on forsome time. The staff has been actively 
engaged in selecting and preparing material for the more spacious and 
beautiful location in order that its transfer and administration may be 
easily accomplished at moving time. The entire collection of bound volumes 
has been surveyed for selection of the books in fine condition with a view 
to the location of extra copies on open shelves for reference use only in 
the new reading room where they will always be easily accessible. Restora- 
tion of the rarest books in the collection is underway. 


Satisfying progress has been made by the North Carolina Collection 
in all respects and with new quarters and ample support in prospect 
the collection will continue to prosper, to grow, and to provide a 
collection of North Caroliniana of which the entire State may be proud. 


Pharmacy Library 


- 


Lack of funds and a full-time librarian retarded the development of 


‘ the book collection as well as the services of the Pharmacy Library for 


the first fifty years of its existence. On July 1, 1947 a librarian 

was appointed, attractive and convenient quarters were provided for the 
library, and the North Carolina Pharmaceutical Research Foundation in 
September 1947 made the first of an unknown number of annual gifts of 
$500 to the School of Pharmacy for library materials. This sun, together 
with the regular library-allotments, will enable the library gradually 
to develop satisfactory resources. 


Since then definite progress has been made in building up the 
resources of the library and in making them more readily available to 
students and faculty. For example, a card index has been made for useful 
articles published in pharmaceutical house organs, much time has been 
devoted to collecting and filing historical material about North 
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Carolina pharmacy and pharmacists, and in establishing helpful records. 
Phillips Hall Library 


The early years of. the war witnessed considerable increase in research 
on the part of the faculty of the physics Department and, consequently, 
heavy demands upon the departmental library. By 1942-43, most of this 
Speical research had ceased, except that being done for the Government, 

' and there was a shift from graduate to undergraduate use of the library 
Owing to the presence on the campus of the meteorology and V-12 groups. 
The circulation of materials suddenly increased, and there was in intense 
demand on the part of the students for books on radio, avaition, navigation, 
meteorology, and mathematics. 


Since the end of the war the larger enrollments have increased the use 
of this departmental library in a manner like the others on the campus. 
The new department oz Mathematical Statistics is served by the library 
and the books and periodicals bought for it have added greatly to the 
Library's resources. 


Psychology Library 


The collection of reading materials in the library of the Psychology 
Department are almost entirely bound serials and do not circulate. There 
is no librarian but the collection is supervised by the secretary of the 
Psychology Department. 


Sociology Library 


In the. fall of 1947 a.departmental library was opened on the top 
floor of Alumni Building to serve the departments of Sociology and Anthro- 
pology, Planning and the Institute of Research, with Social work later 
joining the group. In the fall of 1949 the Rural Social Economics Depart- 
ment was moved from the Main Library; its library was abolished as a 
separate unit and part of its materials transferred to the Sociology Library, 
making that Library serve five departments. of the University. 


Fortunately, a trained librarian has been in charge of the library 
since the beginning, resulting in the early establishment of efficient 
routines and satisfying service. The books are catalogued in the main 
Library but the Sociology Librarian has made a catalog for hundreds of 
pamphlets which are extremely valuable to students in the Social Sciences. 

‘This library is the result of cooperative efforts between the departments 
served by it and the main library; much of its effectiveness is due to the 
helpful interest taken in it by the departments served. Housed in attractive 
quarters, well equipped and efficiently operated this new library has 
rapidly become a strong link in the chain of departmental libraries. 


Southern Historical Collection 


Despite war-time conditions, which curtailed traveling, interfered 
with the supply of workers and made materials difficult to procure, the 
growth of the Southern Historical Collection has been almost phenomenal. 
It has grown from one and a third million items of manuscript material 
in 1941 to 2,061,672 on June 30, 1950. In this period of time more than

fourteen hundred individual collections, renging in number from one item 

to one hundred thousand items have been added. The materials consist of 
manuscript diaries, account books, plantation records, letters, maps, 
pamphlets and photographs — ail adding valuable parts to the colorful 
picture of the past of the Southern States so necessary to writers, 
historians and investigators. This material has, with practically no ' 
exceptions, been amassed without purchase price, through the generous 
interest of Southern people. 


Activities within the Southern Historical Collection consist of 
three parts: collecting, arranging and servicing the material for the 
public. For collecting purposes, the directors have made numerous 
successful trips, reaping the harvest from appeals made in previous 
years and cultivated by repetition. In addition to the acquisitions, 
promises of gifts have been obtained to be sent or collected in the 
future, and additions have been made to the extensive card record in the 
Collection indicating the location of materials which constitute great 
masses Of possible resources, still to be tapped. 


Improved systems of recording, indexing and storage have been instituted 
which facilitate the location and use of the collections. The work of caring 
for the manuscripts, arranging, surveying and indexing them, has proceeded 
at an accelerated rate during the past two years. Partly by the practice 
of exchanging typed copies for originals of diaries, an invaluable collec- 
tion of American diaries has been collected thus making it posstets to 
procure items which could not be bought at any price. 


Research workers from all parts of the United States come to the 
University to use the manuscripts, and the Southern Historical Collection 
has become well known in historical circles everywhere, being recognized 
as the center of investigation in source materials dealing with fie South. 
Another group making use of the Coilection includes those who come to 
read the papers of their families and to make the acquaintance of their 
forebears. Besides many visitors, a large correspondence is handled, 
answering requests for information about the Collection. 


At present, work with the Collection is handicapped becauseaf lack 
of working space and the proper facilities for its storage and use. This 
situation will be alleviated when the new quarters are occupied, for 
in them adequate space will be provided for sorting and arranging the 
papers, and for storing and using them. Quite important for their preser- 
vation is the provision of air conditioning for the entire Collection. 


Dr. J. G. de Roulhac Hamilton, Director of the Collection since its 
establishment in 1930, retired as Director on June 30, 1948. Fortunately, 
he has remained since then as consultant and has been of invaluable 
assistance both in the office and in the field where he continues to 
procure materials in large quantities for the Collection. He was succeeded 
as Director by Dr. James W. Patton, formerly head of the history department 
at North Carolina State College. 


Zoology Library 


Accessions to the Zoology Library were fewer than normally during 
the War, since relatively few significant zoological titles were published 
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and the receipt of many foreign periodicals was interrupted. Since the 
war several important sets have been added which add great strength to 
the research resources. 


Although the Library is not manned by a trained full-time librarian, 
tke collection is well organized and it is gratifying to observe that it 
has ample quarters. Tables are available for study and reference use by 
not only the zoology students and faculty but also visitors from other 
departments and institutions. However, the increasing numbers of 
Students using materials intensively point directly to the urgent need 
of a trained or experienced departmental Librarian to relieve the 
Secretary-Librarian who has neither the training nor the time to serve 
as Librarian.

The preceding statistics measure certain activities ot the Library 
but, in examining them, one should keep in mind that much of the work 
in a library does not lend itself to quantitative measurement. The 
staff has grown from 36 in 1941-42 to 61 in 1950, 2 gain ope PAs. bbe} 
total expenditures from, $117,820.35 to $372,291.23, an increment of 
$254,470.88 or approximately 216% (this figure is optimistically 


_misleading because of the purchase of books during the past year from 


extraordinary funds. 


The average annual expenditure over the nine year period, a more 
valid and representative sum, is only $62,551.80. Too, it should be 
remembered in interpreting these figures that 1949-50 dollars were not 
1941-42 dollars and that the real increase has not been nearly so great 
as the comparative figures would seem to indicate; an increase in book 
stock from 419,797 to 557,189, or a gain of 137,392; an increase in 
manuscript holdings of 728,672 items, and a gain in circulation of 
24,046 (one salient factor in this small differential is the present open 
reserve shelves as opposed to the closed shelves in 1941-42). More complete 
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Statistics of this nature are in Appendix G. 


These figures indicate a gratifying growth in all phases of library 
activity; however, such figures alone do not constitute a valid instrument 
with which to measure the Library's effectiveness as a source for teaching 
and research materials. It is a truism that one prerequisite for attract- 
ing graduate students is a library with adequate resources for research 
in their chosen fields. Eventually, in a given region, graduate students 
will select the institutions which have the better libraries. Therefore, 
to judge the adequacy of a given library's collections for any purpose 
it must be compared with the other libraries in the same geographical area. 
When this is done the status of the University of North Carolina Library 
does not show up as well as the report to this point leads one to believe. 


COMPARISONS 


Despite the encouraging progress reported earlier the Library, while 
making a good showing when compared with itself, has lost rank in several 
respects among the libraries of the South since 1941-42. The bald truth 
is that this Library is gradually becoming less well equipped with research 
Materials than several other libraries in the Southern region. The 
following chart shows the extent of its decline in relation to other 
Southern libraries since 1929-1930 and thet the competition among Southern 
libraries is much keener now than at that date. 


Total size of a library is no authoritative measure of excellence, 
but it does furnish a rough idea of general standing. From the rank’ 
of second in holdings (being exceeded only by Texas, Duke, Virginia 
and the Joint University Library. 


The annual expenditures for books is of prime importance as a guage 
of adequacy. If a library continually spends less than its counterparts 
in similar institutions, it cannot but fall pitifully behind them in 


_ both quantity and quality of resources available for the research program 


of the institution. The logical consequence is that graduate students will 
go to the institutions which have the library resources required for their 
research. This Library has dropped from the rank of second to that of 
ninth, a differential of seven, in the amount spent for books. The 

eight institutions exceeding the University of North Carolina in expendi- 
tures for books are: Duke, Florida, Joint University, Kentucky, Miami, 
Oklahoma A & M, Texas and Virginia. Several other libraries are close 


on the heels of North Carolina and unless the unusually large amount spent 


last year can be maintained, it will probably continue to lose rank in 

this category. . 
The amount of money expended for books, of course, is reflected in 

the number of volumes added each year and in the total holdings. This 

Library, because of its comparatively meager book fund, has dropped 

from fourth to tenth place, having been exceeded in the past few years 

by six other libraries. The nine libraries are: Alabama, Duke, Florida, 

Joint University, Kentucky, Louisiana, Miami, Texas, and Virginia. 


The chart also shows that the Library has dropped from first to fourth 
place in the amount spent for salaries, being exceeded by Duke, Florida 
and Texas; and fourth to sixth rank in size of staff, being surpassed by 


Duke, Florida, Tennessee, Texas, and Virginia. From other studies the 
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conclusion may be reached that the salaries here are in near accord with 
those in other insituttions but that the discrepancy in staff is caused 
by an insufficient number. 


The implications of these figures are of vital concern not only to 
the library staff but also to those who guide the destiny of the Graduate 
School. The question may well be asked, "How long can the University of 


- North Carolina Graduate School successfully compete for students with 


these other institutions which are developing their library resources 
much more rapidly than we?" The competition is there just as surely 
as on the football field but the decision does not come as quickly nor 
as Overtly as in athletic competition. 


A LOOK AHEAD 


A modern Nostradamus would be needed if accurate predictions were 
to be made in these disturbed and uncertain times. Nevertheless, there 
are influences which seem to indicate certain trends in the development 
of the Library during the next several years. 


Building 


One basic requirement for good library service is adequate space for 
staff, books, and readers. Within a few months, with the completion of 
the addition to the building, such space will be provided. If past 
experiences continue to hold true, the new stacks should be about filled 
at the end of fifteen or twenty years. In case enrollment has become 
stabilized and additional space is not needed for readers, rather than 
adding new stack space to the present building it may be advisable, possibly 
in cooperation with Duke, to construct a storage building on a site midway 
between here and Durham in which the lesser used materials from both 
libraries may be removed from the stacks and economically housed. A 
cooperative undertaking of this kind has been operating successfully in 
Boston for about ten years, another is being constructed in Chicago 
to serve thirteen mid-west university libraries, and two others are 
being planned elsewhere in the country. 


Staff 


The larger building and expanded services will require an increase 
in size of the staff. The development of departmental libraries strongly 


-in evidence in recent years will continue and indicates a need for subject- 


library-school-trained librarians in order to meet specialized needs of 


the faculty and graduate students in those fields. The departments of the 


Library concerned with acquisition and preparation of materials are woe- 
fully understaffed at present and many books are in storage — books and 
materials which are badly needed for both class and research purposes. 
Therefore, in the next few years the staff should experience an increase 
in numbers and also qualifications for certain positions, if the Library , 
is to meet its responsibility in furnishing materials and in providing 
services for the research and teaching programs of the University. 


As an incentive for self-improvement in 1947-48 a policy was estab- 
lished of granting to all staff members who apply three hours of the 
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regular forty hours per week toward the amount of class time required for 
One course each quarter, provided that the course selected is approved 

by the librarian. This policy in due time will add prestige to the Library, 
first by providing a way as well as a greater incentive towards staff 
development, and second b, indirectly increasing the young staff members 
Opportunities for student and faculty contacts. 


Materials 


The Library may expect to meet a persisting keen competition from 
the libraries of other Southern institutions. To meec this competition 
an aggressive program of acquisition in all fields lying within the 
graduate program of the University must be instituted on a continuing 
basis. There is a high positive correlation between the amount of materials 
received annually and the total resources of a library. As a consequence 
the annual growth must be accelerated and a larger staff with specific 
qualifications employed to serve adequately the various collections. 
Unless this is done the amount of graduate work in the institution will 
gradually decline. 


In support of the claim of need of greater resources it is pertinent 
to give the results of a recent study of part of the Library resources. 


’ During the spring of 1950 the Scientific Library Survey Committee, a group 


of faculty members appointed for the purpose of surveying the library 
resources of the Scientific departments, made a report on the eight separate 
scientific libraries. Without exception, the decision of the committee 

was that the libraries were inadequate and that rather large increases 

in funds was necessary to strengthen them. In the judgment of the committee 
“the annual appropriation for scientific libraries will have to be increased 
approximately 3 1/2 times to render them adequate," and that "a sum of 
somewhere between $100,000 and $130,000 will be required to fill the gaps 
existing in our presently owned materials and to obtain complete sets of 
scientific journals not now available." 


IMPORTANT CHANGES IN PERSONNEL 


The war and the immediately succeeding years saw a great turn over in 
the staff. Only a few of these changes can be noted here. The position 
of head of the Circulation Department has experienced a greater turn Over 
than any other department. B. J. Caldwell, resigned on March 1, 1942, 
after serving in the department from September 1, 1939, to enter war work. 
He was succeeded by G. F. Shepherd, who began work as a student assistant 
in September 1930 and had held various positions since then. He resigned 
on May 14, 1947 to become Associate Director of the Library of Cornell 
University. George F. Bentley was employed to replace Mr. Shepherd. 


_Mrs. Alma S. Skaggs, after twenty-eight years of unusually faithful 
and effective service, resigned as Head of the Periodicals Department on 


‘August 31, 1944. She was replaced by Mildred Davis. 


Miss Henrietta Rhea Smedes, after twenty-three years of service as 
librarian of the Rural Social Economics Library, retired on July 1, 1943. 
Her position was not filled but some library service was given by Miss 
Isabel Winslette, the departmental secretary. 
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After thirty-one years of distinguished and effective service, Miss 
Cornelia Love resigned as head of. the Order Department on June 30, 1948. 
She was replaced by Miss Lena Mae Williams. 


Dr. J. G. deR. Hamilton, after serving with great distinction as 
Director of the Southern Historical Collection for eighteen years, resigned 
on June 30, 1948. Dr. James R. Patton was employed to succeed him. 


Two members of the staff were lost through deaths. Miss Elizabeth 


. Hardy Thompson died suddenly on June 4, 1946. She became a member of the 


staff in 1923 and for more than twenty-two years served with unusual 
fidelity and distinction as head of the Catalogue Department. Miss Frances 
Yocom followed her in this position. 

Mrs. Agatha Boyd Adams, who had served on the staff in various capacities 
since 1938, died suddenly on March 16, 1950.

to the Chancellor of the University: 


Fully appreciating the honor and the opportunity, I present the 
following brief report of the Librarian for the fiscal year July 1, 1950 
to Juns 30, 1951. . 


The Building 
The hopes ani dreams and plans of all those concerned with Library 


affairs in the University for the pest ten years are about to be realized 
in the completion of the spleniid new eddition to the building, which 
will more than double the floor space ani stack capacity of the present 
structure erected in 1929. 

The two spacious wings of five floors each and the new ten levels 
of stack will provide expansion for the present over-crowled book shelves 
ani will be adequate for several years to house the rapidly growing holdings 
of the Library made possible by increased appropriations from the State, 
as well as by imome from trust eni enliowment funds, and gifts from 
interested friends ani alumi. Enlarged space will be provided for the 
eramped areas housing the technical processes staff, for the circulation 
ani reference departments, and for other important activities, incliding 
the North Carolina Collection, Southern Historical Collection, Business 
Administration Library, Extension Library, Bull's Head Bookshop, staff 
quarters end shipping services. New service provisions inclute a completely 
equipped photoduplication and microfilm laboratory, a rare book roo, 
assembly ani exhibition room, graduate reading rooms, current affairs 
reading room, iniividual stulies, ani over 500 carrels for the use of 


research workers. To effectively preserve books end mamuscripts, the entire 
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stack area, the vaults of the North Carolina Collection and the Southern 
Historical Collection, anf all closed areas having mterials will be air- 
conditioned. Two additional service elevators will be provided. 

Unusually attractive features of the North Carolina section will be 
en Early Caroline Room moleled after a emall house in Eastern North Carolina 
of the early 18th century, using panels from an ol4 house (c.1740) 
dismantled at Nixonton, North Carolina, purchase of which was mde possible 
by gifts ($1,000 each) from Peul Green and John Sprumt Hill; a Sir Walter 
Raleigh Room done in the style of a gentleman's library of the time of Sir 
Walter, embellished with handsome Jacobean English oak panelling of the 
late Tulor period (¢.1595-1610), the gift of William Fahnstock, Jr., of 
Maryland, and vith furniture of the sam period given by Mre. Frederic M. 
Hanes of Durhan. 

In addition to more than doubling the stuly accommodations for 
undergraduate stuients, the nev and added research facilities for graduate 
stuients, faculty and visiting scholars will becoms the most note-worthy 
features of the entire building as enlarged. Th latter will inclule 
specialized reading and search rooms, individual studies and typing rooms, 
seminar end discussion rooms, and an increase of nearly 350% in the number 
of carrels. These and other related facilities will bring distinction to 
the University. 

In order to open, to operate and to offer adequate service in the 
greatly enlarged building, including the expanded facilities and activities 
in all processes of the Library, additional personnel will be required. A 
minimm of 2) was requested in the biennial budget for 1951-53 and this 
number will be urgently needed to take full edvantage of the opportunities 
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for eervice for which the new structure was designed. 

Plans being mie for the celebration of October 12th as University 
Day incluie the official opening of the Library Addition. A committee, 
under the chairmanship of Dr. Louis R. Wilson, is working on the program 
ealling for a morning convocation, with distinguished guests end speakers 
end the announcement of important gifts, a buffet luncheon, and an afternoon 
session of efdresses ani discussion by outstanding librarians of the country 
concerning the role of the library in teaching end research. At the elose 
of the program, open house and a reception will be held in the Library. 


Joint Fasulty Committee on the Library 


Im the fall of 1950 a committee was formed by the faculty, corsisting 
of faculty members who had interested themselves in the stuly of the needs 
of the Library for books ani other mterials for teaching and research. 
Professor Alfred G. Engstrca was elected Chairman. 

To comply with the requost of the University Aiministration for a 
syecific report on the needs of the Library with recomendations, this 
committee coniicted a survey of library resources and of Departmental 
ability to provide adequate mterial to sipport the University's program for 
stuly end research. Letters were sent to thirty departments ani schools 
asking their participation. In response, reports were received covering 
present holiincs, togetherwith recommenie?d lists of needed sets, reference 
works, eerlals, microfilm and microcerés, and titles essential for under- 
gredunte stuly. The Comittee's swmmnry reported that 3/h of a million 
@ollars would be needed to meet the requirements. It was emphasized that 
appropriations by the State would need to te consiferably increased, as 
well as money sought from other sources. The report vas submitted to the 
University Administration on Jime 1, 1950. 
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Frienis of the Library and other Donors 


The organization of the Friends of the Library has contimied to grow 
in membership, in interest and in support. It has bren a great source of 
inspiration ani encouragement to the library administration. The mexbership 
now totals 265. Several highly significant gifts were recorded during the 
past year, as indicated by the following selected items: 

William A. Whitaker of New York, in efdition to his former gifts of 
many hanisome end rare volumes, including the 2nd ani 3rd Folios of 
Shakespeare, has nearly completed his notable Collection of Samel Johnson, 
Jemes Boswell, ani Their Friends; ms begun the formation of an exceptional 
Dickens Collection, ani also a collection of the Illustrations of George 
Cruikshank. 

Dr. William P. Jacocks of Chapel Hill has greatly increased his 
mmerous ani valusble earlier gifts by establishing a Collection of Maps 
eni Prints Relating to the South. 

The sisters ani brothers of Thomas Wolfe (Mrs. Mebel W. Wheaton, 

Mrs. Effie W. Gambrell (lately deceased), Fred W. Wolfe ani Frank Wolfe) 
here deposited in the possession of the Library their combined holdings of 
letters, pictures, clippings and other memorabilia by ani relating to 
their brother. 

Bruce Cotten of Baltimore has announced that he will bequeath to the 
Library his matchless collection of North Caroliniana described in his 
published volume, Housed on the Third Floor, together with eniowment to 
provide for its continuing growth end preservation. 

Jolm Sprumt Hill of Durham gave $5000 in cash for the purchase of 
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exceptionai furniture in colonial style for the new North Carolina Reading 
Room. 

One thousand dollars in cash was given by Mrs. William D. Perry of 
Chapel Hill. 

A handsome set of The North American Indian by Edward 8. Curtis, 
published in 20 quarto volumes ani 20 large portfolios from 1907 to 1930, 
was given by James N.B.Hill of Boston. 

Further Shaviana materials, including scrapbooks and rare editions 
of Shav's works, were added by Archibald Henferson to his famous Collection. 

The children of Leslie Weil have continued their annual gift of $125 
presented as a momorial on their father's birthday. 

As @ result of the interest and activities of the Friends, the Library 
has established e collection of “Original Manuscripts by North Carolina 
Writers.” Among the manuscripts received to date are "The Southern Part 
of Heaven,” by Williem Meade Prince ani “Southern Harvest” by Clare Leighton. 

Az a memorial to the late Agatha Boyd Adams — author, scholar, teacher 
and librarian —who served es a distinguished member of the Library staff 
for eleven years, her friends are forming in the Library a considerable 
collection of books in the fields of her interest, particularly biozraphy, 
creative writing, literature, the fine arts ani world politics. The initial 
gift, Histcire de la Peinture Espamnole by Guinard ani Baticle was presented 
by Miss Cornelia Love. Another important item is the six volume set of 
Cervantes* Don Quixote de Ja Mancha, edited by Cortején, given by Dr. and 
Mrs. William M. Dey. |

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W. 8. Jenkins Pocuments Project 
Ty fall of the year saw the completion of the great work of 


reproducing on film the early state records of all the 48 states, wder- 
taken jointly by the Library of Congress ani the University of North 
Carolina under the direction of Dr. William Sumer Jenkins, Professor 
of Political Science in the University. This project, begim before 
World Wer II, required more than 60,000 miles of travel and reproduced 
on film approximtely 24 million pages, resulting in 1,853 reels of 
film totaling 32 miles in length. It brings together in one place 
original copies of the early legislative, juiicial and executive recoris 
of all the states. A classified Guide to the Microfilm Collection has 
been published by the Library of Congress under the direction of 

Dr. Jenkins ani the editorship of Lillian A. Hamrick. By agreement, 

the University of North Carolina Library has received a full set of 
these reels, mking its total holdings in this field second only to 
that of the Library of Congress. 


Departmental Libraries 
Reports from the 15 Departmental Libraries are on file in the 


Librery, showing improvement and growth, including in soms instances 
(Law anf Health Affairs) extraordinary expansion of holdings end 
facilities. 
Southern Historical Collection 
The Southern Historical Collection has acquired during the year 
aypproximtely 80,329 mnuscript items, thereby increasing its holdings 
to an estimated total of 2,142,000. Nearly all the material added 


has come through gift or long-time loan, the amount of money available 
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for purchase remiining extremely meager. Increasing use has been mie 
of microfilming, especially where originals are unobtainable. Out- 
standing collections acquired include: 

& additional large collection of Camron papers from Fairntosh 
Plantation, given by Mrs. John Labouisse of Charlotte and Madame 
Eric NW. van Lennep of New York. It consists chiefly of papers of their 
father Bennehan Cameron (1850-1925) and will supplement the earlier 
papers of the Cameron family, dating from 1700, one of the largest and 
most important collections in the Southern Historical Collection. 

" A collection of William R. Davie mterials consisting of 118 
manuscripts, typescripts, and photocopies of military, political, 
business and personal papers of and about General Davie, given by 
Preston Davie of New York. 

A collection of the personal papers of J. Bryan Grimes (1868-1923), 
Secretary of State of North Carolina, 1901-1923, and plantation 
operator in Pitt Coumty, was deposited by J. Bryan Grimes of Scott 
Airforce Base, Illinois. These materials supplement the Bryan Grimes 
Papers ani the J. Bryan Grimes Papers, Number 1, already in the 
‘Bouthern Historical Collection. 

Pield work during the year has incluied an extensive tour of the 
lower South by J. G. de Roulhac Hamilton and a shorter trip through tho 
upper South and border states by Jams W. Patton. 

The Collection loses with regret the services of its real founder, 
J.G. Ge Roulhac Hamilton, whose retirement became effective on 


June 30, 1951.

to June 30, 1952. 
Completion of the Building 

When the now Library building at Cembridze University was dedicated 
@ few years @70, tho King characterized it as "a workshop of mv 
knowledge ani a store house of seasoned wisdon.* 

The University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill rejoices in the 
completion of the first Addition to its Main Library building, ani those 
moet concerned hope that the enlarged stmcture will be sintlarly 
described, since ali planning was centered on the provision of satisfying 
epace anf facilities for workshop stuly of current print, and for 
effective preservation and use of the precious records of the past. 

It is the contents, of course, which make the Library— not the 
"protective shell which houses them. Many will remember the famous remark 
that "The Library is on the inside.” All should kmow that without book 
etock in efsquate etrength there can be no University entitled to the nam. 
However, moans are recessary to an end, ani protection and space are 
essential for the stuly ani growth of library resources. 

The first ani front mit of the present Main Librery building, 
planned in 1926 ani dedicated in 1929, was filled to capacity by 1958. 
The preliminary planning, which followd, was based on ths original plans, 
envisioning two wings surrounding two large courte. Meanwhile, during 
the decade incluling World War II, the crowlod situation in the Library 
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became increasingly desperate. Every shelf wes jenmed ani the less- 
used books were boxed in storage. lack of space for readers, echolars 
ani staff was equally ecrious. 

The final solution called for the extension of the origiml unit 
to the south, in "U-shaped" form, completely surrounfing the stem of 
the "T-shaped" olf builiing, making a square structure as it now stanis. 
Such tight plenning necessitated the use of air-coniitioning in all 
Closed areas housing library materials, but it elso saved much space ani 
expeme by elimimting all courts ani mny corridors. Furthermore, it 
made possible exception=lly close relationships between the bookstack 
eni ell surrounmiing service areas on all floors. This errangesont, 
together with the flexible arrangement of steel shelving in the wings, 
Gesigned to be aligned in eitter of two directions ani to conmct errvice 
areas vith the bookstack proper on all floors, probably may be the 
outstaniing professioml features of the Addition, providing umsual 
opportunities to accommodate investigation ani research. 

The first appropriation by the State Legislature in 1947 was 
insufficient to meet rising costs ani two years later ea supplenentary 
appropriation of $400,000 increased the total to $1,615,000. The Library 
tims became tho first building in North Carolina financed by the State 
at a cost above om million Gollers. Even so, to meet estimated costs, 
it was mecessary to elimimte $200,000 of plaming. This reduction in 
specifications explains the absence of severel mich meded facilitics, 
including a serious reduction in stack capacity. It also explains the 
Freseme of the partial trick fagade on tho south wall ani the elimimtion 
of all viniovs opening on the bookstack. However, the brick wall vill 
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fecilitate the erection of the third unit of the building facing 
Raleigh Road when expansion of the Library mkos it mcessary in ths 
future. Ths ultimate structure then vill be rectanmiler in forn, 
tims contiming the Gicnity and simplicity of the first unit, ani the 
gaximm of capaciousness availcble with ecommy. 

Yroa first to last, the plans called for pleasing design without 
elaboration, for good comtruction without frills, for color without 
ornmmentation, for econo without sacrificing excellent mechanical 
equipment. They particularly emphasized the importame of equiment 
producing efequate ani sicht-saving light, the best moans of preserving 
iftrary materials in print emi mmsecript form, the selection of _ 
furnishings designed to stimilate both interest ani quiet study for the 
enquiring student ani the creative scholar, the protection ani use of 
rerities, ani the constant, changing display of exceptioml itens. 

Thoughtful plaming elso ws devoted to features which will 
facilitate the reception ani care of forthcoming resources in small 
eni large lots, as woll as the SS ON ep En- 
phasis was placed on several fields of great interest, mt only to point 
with pride to present holdings but also to offer convincing proof that 
the Library volcoms the opportunity to preserve ani to utilize effectively 
the treasures of its frienis, often saved or collected through a lifetine 
or more. These special foatures will serve es weritinla lofestoms. In 
fact, even tefore completion, they have so served to an amazing degree. 
On learning of tho added facilities, frienis ef tho University and its 
Library have recently offered dedicatory gifts of mterials ani resources 
whose total value goes & lor way in mtching the cost of the new structure. 
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At the moment, the total evaluation of these gifts is above one million 
Gollars. Without doubt, before the third unit is built, the full cost 
will be matched, proving a remrkable investront by the State. Let him 
pomier on this who adversely criticizes the space given to mamscripts, 
state history, rare books, newspapers, resional records and other special 
fielés. He who wonters about the mood ani usefulness of air-coniitioning 
is answored by the fact that already its cost in this case has been mre 
then repaid. 

The Dedication 


The enlarged building was dedicated April 18, 1952, with appropriate 
ceremonies. The program included a morning Convocation in Memrial Hail 
presided over by Chancellor R. B. House. The principal address, entitled 
"the Library in Higher Education: Its Importance ani Support,” ves 
Gelivered by Dr. Howard Mumford Jonés, Professor of English at Harvard 
University and former Professor of English at the University of Forth 
Carolim. Twenty-six notable dedicatory gifts enl bensficences were 
amounced by the Director of ritraciea ts In the afternoon a Symposiun 
wes helé in the new Assembly Rom: of the Librery, presided over by 
Dr. Louis R. Wilson, ‘his brought together Librarians of outstanting 
universities to discuss the "Impact of Instruction ani Research upon the 
Librarys Resources ani Services Required to Meet it." The speakers 
were Robert B. Downs, University of Illinois; Carl M. White, Colmbia 
University; Herman Fussler, University of Chicagoj Willian H. Jesse, 
University of Tenmesseoz; Guy R. Lyle, Louisiam State University; 
Benjamin B, Powell, Duke University; eni Dr. logan Wilson, Vice-President 
emi Provost of the Consolidated University of North Carolima, After 
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the Symposium, the University Library Staff entertained with a reception, 
@ tea, ani an open house inspection of tho building. 

The dedicatory occasion was e memorable ono in the history of the 
University ani of the Library. It wos attenied by State officials, 
University Trustees, Frienis of the Library, Conors to the Library, 
distinguished representatives of libraries end educational institutions 
ani of national founiations, faculty mexbers, former library staff menbers, 
ani many other interested friends from fer ani mer. ‘The spirit of wre 
appreciation of the realization of a goal long desired, which was 
manifested throughout the day, will provide contiming inspiration ani 
stimulation for tho Library staff to organize in Chapel Hill a library 
rich in resources for study ani research, ani notable for ita service.

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eiry room, with its inform) furntzhings, contains current mgazires ani 
newspapers, @ large collection of recent pemphiets ani clippings on current 
topics, reports, digests, circulars ani many other forms of recent print. 

‘Me actually 4s a bureau of the latest information on what is going on 
in the vorli; fon wat people ere saying ani thinking about the issues of 
fumediate importance; on events, movements ani ifeas, their backgrounis 
emi their varied interpretations. Here all shades of opinion my be founi 
on such controversial subjects as the seizure of the steel mills, the 
qualifications of presidential caniidates, acadanic freedom, ateaic pover 
control, and many other questions that are agitating the public mind today. 
Often the information to be foun! in serials eni panphlets is fresher, more 
up to date ent more detailed than thai available in book form, so that the 
stufent using these materials is reading history in the making rather than 
history mafe. Information is gathered quickly ani promptly made avatlable 
to readers. 

The pemphiet files are filled almst entirely with items sent without 
charge by writers ani publishers. Swh mteriel has been received froa 
253 4ifferent organizations, sent in respome to letters describing the 
mew service offered in the new depsriment. Most of this material will 
continue to come at more or less regquiar intervals. The variety of 
information received in this way is emzing. Publications of political 
perties, labor unions, business ani initustrial concerns, religious ani 
service groups, ani other groups to the right and to the left, ani the mny 
eredations in between, mks this a mst umisual ani stimilating collection. 

When faculty menbors ani students become fully aware of the information 
to be found here, the Current Affairs Reading Room will develop into a 
most valusble ani popular unit in the University Library. 
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DOCUMENTS TEPARTMENT 

The Documents Desk is now located in the Current Affaira Roading Room. 
Here the most recent ani popular govermmental periolicals ani publications 
ere @isplayed on open shelves anf are easily available to all readers. 

During the past year the Documents Collection has been moved into its 
Bev quarters. Although the plenning ani the preparation for this move, 
@long with the move itself, have comsumed much of the tire of the entire 
staff of this department, the current incoming mterial has been processed 
eni made available as usual. 

Since last July the shelves of the Federal derertmental publications 
have been revised and it 4s now possible to locate material in this section 
without difficulty. An inventory of the Conzressional Serial Set has been 
made anf the Department is now attempting to complete the set either with 
the original volums or by microfiin. 

During tho last five years, there has beon no systematic effort to 
collect State Legislative Journals ani Collected Documents. Since last 
September, ani due minly to a special effort by the department, the Library 
has acquired over four humired volumes of these, thus bringing up to date 
this part of the collestion. 

Formerly, because of the lack of shelf space, the state departmntal 
publications had been packed in bores ani stored. With the move into the 
new addition to the building, this material has been unpocked ani has now 
deen placed on shelves, but tefore this part of the collection can be made 
available to the public, it will have to be assorted, by state and then by 
G@epartment. Approximtely one half of this mteriel has now teen arranged 
by state. 
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A survey has been mile of our exchanges of state documnts. The 
Worth Cerolina departmental publications are being collected and distributed 
egain after ecveral years period of inactivity in this piase of ths wrk. 


SOUTHERN HISTORICAL COLLECTION 

The Southern Historical Collection has ecquired sime July 1, 1951, 
approximately 41,16 iteas, thoreby increasing ite holdings to an estimated 
total of 2,183,146. Tho material acquired during the past year comprises 
approximately 200 groups of papers, of which 1357 are new ani 6& are additions 
to groups already in the Collection. Forty-three of the collections 
ecquireé this year ere vholly, or in large part, on microfilm. As in 
previous years, nearly all of these mterials have come to us through gift 
or indefinite loan, as the emount of mommy available for tho purchase of 
materials remeim exceedingly small. 

With the occupation of its new quarters in the Library addition, the 
Collection acquired custody of all mamecript mterials previously housed 
ani serviced by the Forth Carolina Collection, including Trustee ani 
Vasulty mimtes, Di ani Phi records, lani office records, ani various 
other university archives. These, together with the University papers 
@lready in the Collection's custody, comprise an important collection of 
University archives. |

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THIS YEAR AND NEXT 


The University of North Carolina Library was established in 1795. One 

hundred and sixty years later I have the honor to submit my first annual report 
‘as University Librarian, for the year 1954-1955. 

The 160th year has been one of substantial accomplishment in the development 
of the Library's collections and of steady progress in other areas of operation. 
Appointment of a new University Librarian in August, 1954, and in October the dis- 
location of bock purchasing procedures through quarterly allocations and re-justifi- 
cations were two events which might have been disruptive in a less soundly estab- 
lished library. A third development, the opportunity to review the status of the 
library staff in the University, also arose during the year. These matters have 
been faced quietly and seriously by the faculty, the administration, the library 
staff and the students. When advice was sought, it ary given; when prompt action 
was required, there wae no hesitation. Many of the year's problems have been solved, 
others are in process of satisfactory solution. Members of the University Adminis- 
tration, of the Library Board and of the Library Staff, individually and collec- 
tively, have proved their loyalty, devotion, patience and friendliness in a demon- 
stration of perfect collaboration with the University Librarian. I can claim little 
credit myself for the achievements of the year which in many respects have been 
notable and which are referred to in the following pages. 

We look to next year eagerly. The vistas of future development are indeed 
exciting; the serious problems with which we are confronted and the changes for 
which we must plan are truly challenging. For example, we should clarify further 
the administrative relationships between the Library and the Campus, and perfect 
our internal organization. A careful review and evaluation of the Library's various 
services and functions is due. Some study will soon be made of the use of existing 
space as well as of plans for expanding the Library's physical facilities. The 


need for additional staffing will be pointed up; and a sound classification and 
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and pay schedule must be developed to assure tuat our salary funds are expended 
with maximum efficiency. Additional appropriations to develop the collections 
at an accelerated rate are in critical demand. An undergraduate library should 
be planned to improve library effectiveness at the point where increased enroll- 
ments will first be felt. 

It is comforting to realize that the University of North Carolina is fully 


aware that its greatness depends in large part upon a strong library.

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GROWTH AND ORGANIZATION OF THE COLLECTIONS 


Both quantitatively and qualitatively the year 1954/55 will be marked as an 
important one in the growth of the Library's collections. This enrichment has 
applied to the special collections as well as to the general collection. During 
the 1953-1955 biennium emphasis in acquisitions was directed toward correcting 
some of the major shortcomings of the Library, by the purchase of titles or sets 
which any sound research library is expected to have. A great many volumes were 
obtained which for years have been needed by departments as day to day working ~ 
tools. On the whole, because our needs are so extensive, the process has been one 
of selecting from the opportunities which have been presented to us by dealers 
through their catalogs. We are now moving, however, from this rather passive 
collecting toward aggressive searching for our specific wants — and with con- 
siderable success. The Library has been assisted by the untiring efforts of a 
Research Fund Committee of the Library Board, chaired by Professor Bond, on which 
Professors Couch and Leavitt served together with Miss Faison, Mr. Cook and 
Mr. Horn. Professor William S. Jenkins, serving as Documents Consultant without 
compensation, has rendered valuable aid to both the Documents Department and the 
Law Library in rounding out our excellent collections on law and government publi- 
cations. A detailed account of our qualitative growth will be submitted as the 
Spring Quarterly Report for 1954/55, listing the titles of some outstanding 
acquisitions. 

Early in the year, with the consent of the faculty, we discontinued public- 
ation of a weekly list (Recent Acquisitions) of acquisitions. Work on the list 
had fallen far behind, was costly and hampered the processing of accelerated 


acquisitions. In place of Recent Acquisitions we are now making public each week 





a file of "pink slips" which represent all of the titles cataloged the week before. 
The purpose of the discontinued publication is thus served more promptly and com- 
pletely, albeit somewhat less conveniently. It is planned to issue shortly a new 


series of Recent Acquisitions, edited by the Supervising Bibliographer, which will 
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4 
call attention to especially important or unusual acquisitions. The new publication 
will feature brief bibliographical descriptions rather than simply title listings 
and the evaluations will be written by graduate students, faculty members or 
librarians selected on the basis of their interest in the subject fields represented, 

It is anticipated that by June 30, 1955 the Chapel Hill campus libraries will 
exceed a volume count of 725,000 whereas on June 30, 1954 the reported count was 
662,978. As explained in the Fall Quarterly Report for 1954/55, several factors 
combine to account for this sharp rise in the volume count. (1) A great many 
volumes in the Library, e.g. in the Rare Book Room, Documents Department, School 
of Library Science library, etc. have not heretofore been included in the count. 
(2) Some 5,000 volumes have been added as the result of a systematic effort to 
record, and when possible to catalog, as many books as possible from the great 
accumulation of stored gift collections. This project has been undertaken on a 
volunteer basis, as “pick-up” work or on the personal time cof interested staff 
members. At this rate however, unless special staffing is furnished, we shall not 
be able to eliminate the stored backlog for several years. (3) The Accelerated 
buying program, started in 1953/54 as a result of the doubled State appropriation 
for books-periodicals-binding, began to show its effect statistically in 1954/55. 

It should be remembered that in this Library covnting is done at the point 
of "accessioning,'’ i.e., when volumes are assigned accession numbers. After 
accessioning, most volumes are fully classified and cataloged; but some receive 
only "record cataloging," e.g., the volumes which are aoted in the serials catalog 
on cards for the same title previously cataloged. Or, in the case of bound or not- 
to-be-bound government documents, the cataloging is also recorded without adding 
cards to the general card catalog. The Catalog Department has this year increased 
its output by 25% and thus averted a dangerous accumulation of accessioned-uncata- 
loged books. However, maximum output in that department ~~ and in the Serials 


Department, whtca along with the Order Department, has been strained by the sudden 
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onslaught of books — has now been reached. Further increases in rate of growth 
will have to be accompanied by more staffing in the technical processing units if 
our holdings are kept under full bibliographical control and made completely 
accessible to users of the Library. 

Non-book resources are an essential part of a research library — manuscripts, 
pamphlets, maps, recordings, microfilms, microcards, microprints, etc. Increases 
are not shown in the volume count which is the usual, and inadequate, index to a 
library's size and importance. For example, 18,579 items were added to the 
Southern Historical Collection during the first three quarters of the year, bring- 
ing the total count to 2,553,079. The Summer Quarterly Report for 1955/56, on 
Statistics and Finances for 1954/55, will include a count of all important cate- 
gories held by the Library. 

Much has been accomplished already through the increased State appropriation 
for books-periodicals-binding which was received with deep appreciation for the 
1953-1955 biennium. In spite of rising prices, increasing rate of publication, 
and our late appearance as an important buyer in the field of out-of-print 
material, we have done well. But we have only begun. The same level of support 
must be continued, and if at all possible, raised, to keep the University of 
North Carolina's Library in a strong position. Our cooperative acquisitions 
program with Duke University is being extended informally so that our holdings are 
being integrated with the great research libraries of the nation. Naturally, 
through cooperation we are able to avoid the purchase of many expeusive, seldom- 
used items which we can borrow from our sister institutions. However, if we 
expect to share in the national bibliographical resources we must contribute to 
their strength. There has to be some "give'' on our part in the "give and take" of 
pooling research assets. 

Creat libraries are built in two ways: (1) through adequate book budgets 
over the years, and (2) through the acquisition of important and appropriate 
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collections or libreries en bloc when unusual opportunities present themselves. 
For the latter purpose, we are not at present fully prepared although we have been 
fortunate in the past in obtaining several important collections through the 
generosity of friends of the Library and of the University. A revolving fund of 
about $100,000 should be established for major acquisitions, to enable us to act 
promptly when special opportunities occur. We shall not normally be allowed 
options and time to organize giving campaigns among our benefactors. We 
experienced a deep disappointment this year in being unable to purchase a very 
important collection on the French Revolution which would have complemented our 


fine holdings on the Napoleonic Era (The Hoyt Collection). 


SERVICES 


A basic law governing library phenomena is that which points out the relation- 
ship between importance and use: the larger and more important a library is, the 
more heavily it is used. In a university, the use of a growing library will 
increase even when the number of students remains static or decreases slightly. 
This reveals the fallacy of attempting to justify library expenditures on the basis 
of student population. 

The steady improvement of this Library is attested by the greater use being 
made of it. Circulated use of the library's books will, by the end of the year, 
be substantially above that of last year, by approximately six percent. Figures 
are an inadequate index to the actual use of the library. Probably the number 
of unrecorded uses of books in the libraries is greater than the recorded use. 
Statistics on information service (i.e., reference questions handled through mail, 
telephone or in person — at the general reference desk and at the other service 
points which number over a score) are also kept. These have indicated an even 


greater library use, perhaps 20 percent above last year's. Off-campus use,

recorded through lending to other libraries or directly to individuals not members 
of the University, is also up. Both the North Carolina Coliection and che Southern 
Historical Collection report brisk research activity by visiting scholars. The 
pattern of heavier use has been noted in other special collections or services 
(Documents Department, Current Affairs Reading Room, Business Administration and 
Economics Library, General College Library, Reserve Book Room, Extension Depart- 
ment, Bull's Head Bookstore, Photoduplication Service, Rare Book Room and Graphic 
Arts) as well as in the professional or special Libraries (Law, Chemistry, Geology- 
Geography, Mathematics-Physics, Music, Sociology-Anthropology-Planning) and the 
departmental libraries (Art, Botany, Curriculum Collection, Institcte of Government, 
Library Science, Psychology, Zoology). 

Another library service, borrowing from other libraries, for faculty members 
and graduate students should be noted. Here again there has been a sharp rise and 
we should examine the trend with concern. There is too gre2t a tendency on this 
campus to look upon interlibrary borrowing as a legitimate substitute for buying. 
Too frequently research projects, or even new teaching areas, are assigned or under- 
taken without previously surveying the library resources to support them. In 
1953/54, according to Nestoral Proprams Offered by Southern Universities (Southern 
Regional Educaticn Board, 1955), the University of North Carolina ranked third 
among 34 institutions in the number of doctoral fields excluding medicine, offered: 
The Johns Hopkins, 43; Texas, 40,: North Carolina, 36. In the number of degrees 
conferred in these fields, Ncrth Carolina ranked second: Texas, 124; North Carolina, 
102; The Johns Hopkins, 87. The libraries of Texas and The Johns Hopkins contain 
well over a million volumes each. Duke, with over a million volumes in its library, 
conferred fewer doctoral degrees (67) and offered fewer fields (22) than North 
Carolina. Virginia, with a larger library than Carolina's, confined itself to 25 
fields in which 42 degrees were conferred. Kentucky, with a library nearly the 


size of Carolina's conferred only 34 doctoral degrees and offered 16 fields. It is 
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8 
amply evident why North Carolina is forced to borrow heavily from her good neighbor 
Duke and from other libraries; but we are relying upon this service far more than 
we should. 

The Library has had a creditable record of service through publication during 
the year. A joint publication with Duke, State College and Women's College,

tically received in the Southeast and commented upon favorably elsewhere. Mary L. 
1939, A Bibliography, published by the University Press, has supplied a long-needed 
research tool in the field of North Carolina history. An index, by a former staff 
member, Helen Dortch Harrison, to McRee's Life and Correspondence of James Iredell 
has been published in mimeographed form by the North Carolina Collection of the 
Library. In addition to regular bimonthly publication of its Checklist of Official 
North Carolina Publications Received by the University of North Carolina Library, 
the Documents Department issued an index, compiled by Betsy Ann Olive, to the first 
15 numbers of the Checklist. The Extension Department published the following 
titles during the year:

Another title Thomas Wolfe: Carolina Student (vol. XV, no. 2) by Agatha Boyd Adams, 


was reprinted. The Library Staff Association's News Sheet continued publication 





as did the Bookmark, issued by the Library for the Friends of the Library. Library 
Notes, issued weekly by the Librarian's Office, began publication on April 4, 1955 


and the new series of Recent Acquisitions will be seen before the close of the year. 





In addition to publications emanating directly from the Library or the 


University Press, Library staff members have published useful research tools 
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9 
elsewhere and have prepared a number of guides or indexes which constitute valuable 
library services. 

Other library services — exhibitions, freshman library lectures, library 
tours, library assembly room meetings and photo services — have contributed 


toward fuller exploitation of our resources. 


LIBRARY SPACE 


Many of the special and departmental libraries on the campus are poorly 
housed, badly crowded. This is especially true of Art, Botany, Geology-Geography, 
and Psychology. Remodeling on the fourth floor of Alumni Building this year 
reduced the floor space of the Sociology-Anthropology-Planning Library; but a 
remodeling in the Hill Building will give the Music Library additional stack space. 
New buildings, with greater library space, are in sight for Art and the Institute 
of Government. We shall undertake next year to make temporary adjustments and to 
plan for the return of some books to the General Library building. In the case 
of Botany, and especially in the case of GCeology-Geography, the buildings them- 
selves present serious hazards to the safety of valuable materials and definitely 
restrict the best use of important collections. 

The General Library building is not at present crowded. It is already time, 
however, to consider building alterations, organizational modifications and re- 
allocations of space to attain greater efficiency and to relieve ccngestion at 
several points. A staff committee will be appointed next year to assist the 
Librarian in a study of these problems. 

Although the General Library is in no serious space difficulty, we should 
begin at once to plan for the future. By 1963/64 we shall have filled our entire 
bookstack and be in critical need of additional space for readers as well as for 


service facilities. The University cannot afford to permit another break-down of 
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library service similar to the one from which we have just recovered by means 
of the building expansion completed in 1952. A stack annex ($750,000 ?) and 
general extension of the building ($1,000,000 7?) will be necessary within ten 
years. These units must be planued with great care because they will probably 
represent the completion of the General Library on its present site, and should 
be regarded as final planning for the foreseeable future. To this end a prelimi- 


nary study of long-range space planning will be undertaken next year. 


BUDGET 


One of the most serious problems of the year was caused by the State Budget 
Commission's need to trim expenditures when revenues failed to reach anticipated 
levels. First economies were directed toward curtailing the purchase of new 
equipment; and by an unfortunate circumstance of budget organization, the Library's 
allocation for books-periodicals-binding was included in the general restrictions 
on equipment. Early in the year we were notified that quarterly re-justifications 
and allocations would be applied. The Librarian, Library Board and the faculty 
promptly demonstrated the shattering effects of such a system and the peril of a 
net decrease in a carefully planned purchasing program upon which both teaching and 
research work in progress had been predicated. The University Administration 
immediately conferred with the Budget Commission, the members of which recognized 
the serious implications of the situation to educational policy. When the third 
quarter of the year opened, a fuli restitution of the State appropriation for books-~- 
periodicals-binding had been made. We expect henceforth that books will be budgeted 
distinctly from equipment. 

The need for increased book budget support now seems clearly understood. The 
salaries and wages item in our budget has, in the excitement over the basic book 


budget, been defended with less vigor. As a consequence we shall enter the next 
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fiscel biennium poorly staffed, threatened with lowering morale and an increasing 
number of resignations. 

The coming year will call for preliminary planning for the 1957-1959 biennial 
budget request. There is an alarming tendency throughout the country to look upon 
university libraries as costly frills or as items of administrative overhead to 
which percentage formulae and arbitrary reductions can be applied without serious 
effect upon teaching and research functions. An accompanying danger is the practice 
of evaluating single categories within the total library budget without regard for 
the balance which should be maintained between acquisition of materials, staffing, 
housing, supplying and equipping. University librarians across the country are 
apologizing for their library expenditures rather than explaining them! We count 
ourselves fortunate in having a library-minded faculty and administration who will 
resist false economies. The cost of adequate library service on the Chapel Hill 
campus is substantial and is going to rise. An annual operating budget of a million 
dollars, rather than the less than a half million as at present, will soon be 
meeded. To obtain the required support we must clearly demonstrate our need. 

We shall be preparing a request, protected by careful safeguards of efficiency and 
economy, which will bring us a step closer to the improved library support which 


the University's program merits. 


ORGANIZATION AND ADMINISTRATION 


Appointment of a new University Librarian has naturally, as he sought to 
acquaint himself with his responsibilities, resulted in a special effort to imporve 
communication with the library staff, the faculty and administration, the students, 
and the libraries and librarians of the region. Librarian's Conferences are being 
held weekly, attended by the Librarian and selected staff members (usually depart- 


ment heads) to consider questions of administration, management and planning. 
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12 
Occasional meetings of the entire staff have been called and regular communication 
between the Librarian's Office and the library staff is maintained through Library 
Notes. Quarterly reports have been made to place important library matters before 
the faculty and administration of the University. The faculty voice has been heard 
through the Library Board, the Faculty Council (attended by the Librarian as an ex- 
officio member), through a series of departmental meetings (Political Science, 
English, History, Social Work, Institute for Research in Social Science) to which 
the Librarian has been invited, and also through frequent interviews or conferences 
with individual faculty members, deans and chairmen. The students, through their 
new Student Library Committee, have an agency to make their library needs known. 
The chief librarians of Duke, State College, Women’s College and the Chapel Hill 
campuses are meeting regularly and informally to exchange information. The Univer- 
sity Librarian has devoted as much time as he was able to visiting libraries and 
attending professional meetings. By and large, these steps have minimized the 
disturbing effects of change upon a complex agency which has a far-flung and 
sensitive root system. 

During 1954/55 a careful codification of library policy, administrative 
practice and operating procedure was started. This work will take concrete form 
early next year as a mimeographed Library Administrative Manual. Prompted in part 
by distribution of the Cresap, McCormick and Paget Survey of Administrative Manage- 
ment of the University of North Carolina (1954), the Library has undertaken a 
searching self-analysis. We expect, as a result of this effort, to understand 
better our internal organization and also to clarify our relationships with other 
parts of the campus. We are now meeting our responsibilities with greater certainty 


and confidence — the reward of a rather trying experience. 
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COOPERATION AND ASSISTANCE 


The Library has derived great satisfactiou from harmonious cooperation with 
the School of Library Science and the Health Affairs Library System. Regional 
cooperation, notably with the libraries of Duke, State College, Women's College and 
with the State Library Commission, has been furthered. The four-campus union list 
of serial holdings in the sciences, completed and published, and the union list of 
current social science subscriptions, now in progress, attest the soundness of 
efforts to pool the research resources of the three State university campuses with 
that of Duke. A bill (HB 188) was ratified on April 8, 1955 which will consolidate 
the present State Library and the State Library Commission in a new State Library. 
The University Librarian will be an ex-officio member of the new §tate Library 
Board of Trustees, assuring the continued close relationship between the University 
Library and the public libraries of North Carolina which Dr. Louis R. Wilson 
established firmly over forty years ago. Regionally and nationally, through 
membership in the Association of Research Libraries, the University of North 
Carolina Library continues to participate in cooperation and planning for total 
library welfare. 

We see in the future even greater need for this inter-campus, regional and 
national cooperative use of library resources. The requirements will vary from 
technological applications, such as teletype installation, to bold participation 
in projects which will require us to assume national rather than purely local 
service responsibilities. 

Alumni and other friends who desired to participate directly in encouraging 
and supporting the Library were organized in 1932 into a fellowship known as the 
Friends of the University of North Carolina Library. In 1954/55 Dr. Wilson again 
served as Chairman. Contributions, purchases and gifts of the organization have 
materially enhanced the Library's holdings. The faith of the far scattered member- 


ship in the importance of the Library in Chapel Hill constitutes an intangible 
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14 
asset of great value. One of the real monuments to Librarian Emeritus Charles 
E. Rush will be the magnificent work he accomplished in promoting the effectiveness 


of the Friends of the Library through his own bookish sensitivity. 


THE LIBRARY STAFF 


Important steps were taken during the year toward clarifying the status of 
the library staff; and also in formulating 2 position classification system which 
will serve as the foundation for an improved salary scale. The Winter Quarterly 
Report for 1954/55, soon ready for distribution, will be devoted to a review of 
these developments; and to that report will be appended a staff list, with notes 
on the special contributions of individual staff members during the year. 

The University of North Carolina has a good library, not only because that 
library contains a quality collection for teaching and research, but also because 
it is operated by a devoted, intelligent and competent staff. And as is true of 
the collections, the staff should be better appreciated, more carefully protected, 


greatly augmented, wisely developed, and more thoroughly used in the University's 


work.

A Word of Explanation 





With the regular weekly publication of Library Notes and the initiation of 
a new series of Recent Acquisitions, it has become evident that regular quarterly 
reports from the Librarian are not necessary. Three quarterly reports for 1954/55 
were issued; and the fourth was announced in the Annual Report for 1954/55 (page 3). 
The material assembled for the fourth quarterly report has been appearing in 
Recent Acquisitions. The statistical data in these Appendices to the Annual Report 
for 1954/55 had originally been assembled for the first quarterly report of 1955/56, 
which will, now, not be issued. 

We should like to resume the publication of printed reports, abandoned 
during the War. If possible, a 15-year summary report (1941/42 - 1955/56) will 
be printed next year. Thereafter, annual reports will be mimeographed; and summary 
reports will be printed at five-eyear intervals. 

The several appendices which follow give a statistical picture of the 
University Library System in 1954/55. They are based on much more detailed statis- 
tical data which were assiduously collected throughout the year by department 
heads for my guidance and as an aid to budget or other planning. The summary tables, 
comprising this supplement, were compiled by Mr. I. T. Littleton, Assistant to 


the Librarian.

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To the Dean of the Faculty, Corydon P, Spruill: 


I have the honor to submit my second annual report as University 
Librarian, for the period between July 1, 1955 and June 30, 1956, the 161st 
year of the University Library's history, 

The year 1955/56 has been marked by a record growth in the size of the 
collections, increasing use of resources and services, and by a careful 
administrative self-evaluation, It gives me great pleasure to record that 
on March 1, 1956 the Trustees of the University unanimously voted to name 
the general library building in honor of Louis Round Wilson, University 
Librarian, 1901~1932., Quite opportunely, shortly before the action of the 
Trustees, the Friends of the Library published a booklet by Maurice F. Tauber 
on the extraordinary contributions which Dr. Wilson has made to the Library, 
the University, and to the profession of librariansnip. The Trustees also, 
on June 4, 1956, conferred the honorary degree Doctor of Laws upon one of 
the Library's great friends and benefactors, William A, Whitaker, Class of 
1904, in recognition of his outstanding achievements in the fields of science 
and business, Mr. Whitaker's generous benefactions to the University and 
the rare book collections he has established in the Library were cited upon 
that occasion. 

The Library has, in some respects, encountered difficulties also dur- 
ing the year, To these, some reference will be made in the sections which 


follow. In total effect, however, I feel that we have made substantial 


progress; and for this I should like to express sincere acknowledgment to: 


the library-mindedness of the University Administration, the wise counsel 


of the Library Administrative Board, the persuasive efforts of the faculty 


on the Library's behalf, the understanding cooperation of the students, the 
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continued generosity of the Friends of the Library, the devoted service of 
the Library Staff, and finally, your own ever-patient leadership. 

This annual report is merely a summary, followed by a few appendices 
of pertinent statistics and lists, The full record of the Library's year 
has been detailed for you in various Library publications (Recent Acqui- 
sitions, Library Notes, the Bookmark), and in the several special reports 


which have been prepared for you from time to time during the year,

GROWTH AND ORGANIZATICN OF THE COLLECTIONS 


With the close of business on June 30, the Library could report that 
during the fiscal year 1955/56 it had added 94,516 volumes to its official 
count, thereby breaking its record in number of volumes added in a single 
year, set in 1954/55 when 74,554 volumes were reported. As of July 1, 1956 
the total volumes held by the University of North Carolina libraries will 
be 631,122, This is a rather surprising outcome for a year in which the 
State Legislature cut the basic book-periodicals-binding appropriation by 
20%, from $125,000 to $100,000. There are three major reasons why we have, 
in spite of the reduction, exceeded last year's rate of growth. First, in 
the closing weeks of the 195h,55 fiscal year, the University Administration 
was successful in obtatning special supplementary book funds which more 
than offset the announced reduction for 1955/56. These funds were spent 
hastily but the prrchases couid not be processed to the counting point until 
after July 1, 19553 and they thus appear in this year's, rather than last 
year's, count. Cecrond, again this year the University Administration came 
to the Libravy's assistance by securing funds to employ several additional 
staff members between January and Juns of 1956. These persons were able to 
add nearly 23,000 volumes to the library count by accessioning heretofore 
uncounted volumes and by processing gifts and exchange books which have 
accumulated in storage over the years but remained uncataloged for lack of 
personnel to handle them, In the hope that a single, all-out effort would 
clear up this backlog of work, we named the enterprise the "Crash Program," 
We fell considerably short of our mark, but we hope to continue the work 


on a reduced scale as the "UNCL Project." The "Crash Program" was an 
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especially important undertaking because it substantially reduced the 
hazard of our purchasing books which we already have but of which we have 
no itemized record, It is highly desirable — and good business <- to 
bring all gifts under minimum bibliographical control immediately upon 
their receipt. We also discovered through the "Crash Program" that "UNCL 
cataloging" (i,e., single main entry in the card catalog, leaving the book 
unclassified and assigned a storage number) may be quite satisfactory for 
certain categories of research material, and much less expensive than full 
cataloging, The effort initiated as the "Crash Program" will, therefore, 
be continued as a regular routine and will be referred to as the "UNL 
Project." Third, we have had, during 1955/56, an exceptionally rich year 
in gifts, Friends of the Library and friends of the University have 
furnished funds (supplemented by money for the Law Library from Alumni 
Annual Giving) to acquire notable books at bargain prices; and the Friends 
have also donated books and collections of books (in excess of 15,000 volumes), 
Plus thousands of manuscripts, maps, pamphlets, broadsides and prints, Some 
of the books will, of course, turn out to be duplicatess but many of the 
duplicates are needed as replacements and others will eventually be ex- 
changed with other libraries for titles which we lack, To illustrate the 
nature of the multi-volumes gifts received by the University, a few examples 
are mentioned, and attention is invited to the more complete listing pre~ 
pared on May 11 for the Friends of the Library annual meetings an excellent 
collection of more than 1200 books in the fields of drama, poetry, travel, 
art and history from the library of the late Edwin August Bjorkman, the 
Swedith-born novelist, poet, critic, translator and newspaper mans more 


than 2000 volumes in the fields of poetry, drama, hymnology, history and 
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biography presented by Harold W. Gammans in memory of his son, George Henry 
Gammans, class of 1940; the addition of over 1500 volumes and 672 broad- 
sides by Mr. Hoyt to the William Henry Hoyt Collections which are rapidly 
making the University of North Carolina one of world!s centers for research 
relating to the French Revolution and Napoleon; approximately 2000 books in 
the fields of medicine, general history and literature, presented by Sallie 
Foard MacNider, from the library of her father, the late Dr. William de 
Berniere MacNider; the books, manuscripts and papers (1200 volumes, 1500 
pamphlets, 250,000 manuscript items) of Howard W,. Qdun, presented in his 
memory by his family; a substantial part of the fine library of William 
Staff Myers, books and journals on history and politics, but also including 
books and pamphlets on the Negro and slavery, opera librettos, German 
literature, and personal correspondence files; and the magnificent addition 
of 2253 books, 434 manuscript items, and 1:50 miscellaneous maps, pamphlets, 
serials, sheet music and brochures, the James W. Bryan (class of 182) 
Memorial Collection, presented by Gray McW, Bryan =- a complement to an 
earlier collection, especially rich in manuscripts and North Carolina news- 
papers, presented by Col, Charles S, Bryan, also in memory of James W, Bryan, 
Not only has our quantitative growth been spectacular, it has also been 
superb in quality. The richness of our collections cannot be discovered by 
the mere mention of the numbers of volumes donated and purchased, Some 
hint of the importance of the new acquisitions is given through the 
descriptions and listings prepared from time to time during the year for 
Recent Acquisitions, the Library's publication devoted to analysis of the 
collections. Gifts of remarkable value, albeit in somewhat fewer volumes, 


have been received from Preston Davie (early Americana), Robert M, Hanes 
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and Miles Horton (incunabula), Archibald Henderson (Shaviana), William P, 
Jacocks (maps, prints and modern fine printing), William Sumner Jenkins 
(public documents, including session laws, legislative journals, and 
collected documents of various states during the 18th and 19th centuries), 
Sturgis E, Leavitt (Latin Americana), Carl E, Rankin (Oriental art, history 
and literature), Lawrence S, Thompson (German, Scandinavian and French books 
and periodicals on the history of the book), Herman Weil and the Weil Family 
(rare Americana), and William A, Whitaker (English and American literary | 
rarities, and costume plates in color), Large purchases of North Carolini- 
ana, including many rare items, were made possible by the use of funds 
established by John Sprunt Hill and the late Major Bruce Cotten. 

This year marked the retirement of Miss Lucile Elliott after 33 years 
of service to the Law Library. During her final year she was relieved of 
her administrative duties as Law Librarian and allowed to devote her full 
time to winding up collecting projects upon which she and Professor William 
S. Jenkins (Department of Political Science and Library Documents Consultant) 
had been collaborating for some 20 years. Miss Elliott and Professor Jenkins 
had support and assistance from several sourcess research funds allocated 
by the General Library, the assistance of the Duke University Library and 
the Library of Congress, help from Documents Librarian William R, Pullen 
in negotiation of exchanges, and the fortuitous circumstance that two major 
dealers in state legislative documents were preparing to go out of business 
and offered their stocks at reduced prices, There were also several gifts 
of law books, the most notable being from Professor Jenkins himself, As a 
result, we can now claim complete holdings of the session laws of the 


states and territories of the United States. A second project dear to 
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Miss Elliott was the acquisition of the important source material of 

English legal history, to the end that between Duke and North Carolina 

we might hold all of the Anglo-American code, To accomplish this, Miss 
Elliott was given time to compile bibliographies and want-lists; then in 

the middle of April, she was sent to Mngland to buy such material as she 
could locate, armed with special funds voted for the purpose by the Friends 
of the Library and Alumni Annual Giving. Meanwhile, during the year, Law 
Librarian Mary Oliver made notable progress in building the other mono= 
graphic and current serials collections of the Law Library through purchases 
and gifts. Significant gifts were presented by Winston Broadfoot, Mrs. 0. 
Max Gardner, C. Bryan Aycock, B. B. Miller, and the North Carolina Bar 
Association which gave permission to exchange its reports for like material 
from other states. Miss Oliver's work was facilitated by clarifying relation- 
ships between the Law Library and the General Library, and by simplifying 

the accounting or other routines which were confused as a result of having 
two budget sources for books, periodicals and binding. Necessarily some non- 
collecting activity had to be curtailed in the Law Library; cataloging and 
bindery preparation suffered, but not dangerously, 

About 2000 items were added to the North Carolina Collection in 1955/56, 
somewhat less than the number for 1954/55 when the great Bruce Cotten Col- 
lection was acquired, Nevertheless, the Collection is securing every sig- 
nificant piece of currently published North Caroliana and at the same time 
is steadily adding rare or unique items whenever they can be located, Much 
of what we seek, of course, cannot be purchased at any price because it is 
in the hands of private collectors; but these collectors have been most 


generous in their gifts and in their enthusiasm for contributing toward 
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the distinction of the Collection, In various issues of Recent Acquisitions 
and in a report to the Friends of the Library, we have already listed out- 
standing gifts and purchases, Further, we have privately and publicly re~ 
corded our appreciation to our donors; but the names of John Sprunt Hill, 
Preston Davie, and Bruce Cotten as outstanding patrons are again mentioned, 
A librarian seldom has the satisfaction of saying that processing and 
cataloging are up-toedate and satisfactorily under control == happily, this 
can be claimed for the North Carolina Collection, 

The number of groups of papers acquired by the Southern Historical 
Collection during the year 1955/56, including new collections and additions 
to old collections, was 153, The total number of individual pieces acquired 
was 294,980, including the Howard W. Odum papers, estimated at 250,000 pieces, 
A listing of the most significant additions will be found in Recent Acqui- 
sitions, No. 25. 

The Music Library added a thousand volumes, 531 microprints, 65 current 
serials, and 173 recordings in 1955/56, These stark figures do not reflect 
the qualitative improvement of the collection, resulting from the addition 
of such titles as the entire? Hinde. Werke in 96 volumes, Sulzer's Algemeine 
Theorie der sch8nen Kiinste (4 vols., 1773-75), Conferatits I Cantore 
Addrotinato (1682), Perego's La Regola del Canto Fermo Ambresiano (1622), 
and the completion of such sets as Publikation dlterer Musik. The collec- 
tion of research material in micro-publication is assuming important pro~ 
portions, The Music Library, in more commodious quarters which include a4 
listening room and some new furniture and equipment, has been able to give 
more attention to the organization of its holdings. By a special drive, 


the great backlog of printed music awaiting processing for cataloging was

virtually eliminated, Heretofore uncataloged scores are now represented 
in the catalog, 

Important items were added to the Rare Book Collections through the 
generosity of friends. One of these friends, Robert M. Hanes, has also 
indicated an interest in the further development of the Hanes Foundation 
for the Origin and Development of the Book, We have outlined a program for 
his consideration: further augmentation of the rare book collection; an 
annual lecture (and its publication) on bibliography; publication of 
supplements to the bibliography Incunabula in the Hanes Collection, by 0. V. 
Cooks; and a scholarship or prize in the field of bibliographical research, 

On January 2), 1956 the Library was admitted to participation in the 
Russian Duplicate Exchange Project of the Library of Congress which is 
sponsored by the Joint Committee on Slavic Studies (in turn appointed by the 
American Council of Learned Societies and the Social Science Research Council). 
Our application was made on January 12 at the suggestion of Daniel Gallik, 
Research Associate in the Institute for Research for Social Science attached 
to the "Planning Project." Our selections from the weekly lists of Library 
of Congress duplicates have been made by the Planning Project, Department 
of Political Science, Curriculum in Comparative Linguistics, and Department 
of Statistics, At a nominal cost, we have acquired a substantial number of 
books, pamphlets and serial publications in Russian which would otherwise have 
been unavailable entirely or procured at considerable expense and difficulty. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year, the Library Board allocated $5200 
for the completion of broken sets, We were fortunate enough to find lacking 
volumes, or to obtain early numbers, for several of our reference sets and 


runs of bound periodicals, This program should, insofar as possible, be 
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continued on a regular basis, 

One of the ways in which a library can stretch its book funds is 
through improvement in the organization of existing collections, and another 
saving can be effected by more efficient methods of ordering and processing 
books and serials, The annual reports of the Catalog Department, Serials 
Department, Business Administration-Economics Library, and the Committee 
on Binding and Book Repair all demonstrate that we are streamlining and 
improving our technical processing, Better organization of collections is 
bringing into sharper focus our serious book needs, and at the same time 
showing us the areas in which our acquisitions can safely be curtailed, 

The sympathy with which the Library's 1957-1959 biennial budget re~ 
quest for books has been reviewed by the University Administration gives 
us high hope that after July 1, 1957 we shall agein have more adequate 
appropriations for books and periodicals, Meanwhile, the Administration is 
urged to seek again supplementary book funds, for the year beginning July l, 
19566 


SERVICES 


As the Library has grown in size, importance and quality, so has its 
use expanded, Total circulation, in volumes, reached 39,255, a rise of 
11.4% over the figure for 1954/55 (357,272). The increase was well 
distributed over the entire library system (see Appendix VII). Use of the 
human resources of the Library, i.¢e., the staff, showed an even greater in- 
crease, 22% -- as measured in the number of general and search questions 


answeredy 31,349 in 1954/55 and 38,21 in 1955/56. 
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In the course of sxamining its procedures and inventorying the general 
bookstock during the year, the Circulation Department made a number of 
improvements -- a more systematic plan for displaying new books for a week 
before they are shelved; an overhauling of the "lobby collection," whereby 
the old unclassified fiction collection was abandoned (except the "who- 
dunits") and replaced by recent or popular titles of fiction, short stories, 
etc. selected from the general collection; shifts in the bookstack to relieve 
crowding in the rapidly growing sections of the classification; and close 
attention to the physical condition of books in the general stack collec~ 
tion, Numbers of duplicate or replacement copies for worn-out or heavily 
used books were acquired through the "Crash Program." Our experience in 
recent years has shown a desperate need for multiple copies of books which 
are assigned as required reading in large undergraduate courses; but with 
so many important books lacking in even a single copy, we have been re# 
luctant to purchase added copies, An appeal has been made to Alumni Annual 
Giving for funds to purchase a collection (with a special bcokplate) of 
collateral reading books for undergraduates, Although crowded conditions 
led to the return of a substantial number of volumes from the General Library 
to the bookstacks, the net size of the General College Library at the close 
of 1955/56 was slightly larger than a year ago. Use of the collection has 
also increased, with a dramatic rise in "inside use," to offset a sharp 
drop in circulation or "outside usee" Statistics (Appendices IV, VII, and 
IX) strongly support the opinion of the entire Library staff that there is 
crying need on this campus to expand the General College Library (which is 
at present largely confined to a reading collection for required Social 


Science courses) into a real undergraduate library with a well-selected, 
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general collection on open shelves, and with an adequate and comfortable 
reading area to invite students into direct communion with books, We in 
the Library sense that with every passing year our students are engaged in 
an increasingly difficult struggle to become truly educated men and womene 
There is also a strong current of faculty support for an undergraduate 
library. The General College Library was the fortunate recipient of one of 
Britannica in collaboration with the University of Chicago, and distributed 
to libraries recommended by a selection committee of the American Library 
Association, Appreciative use by students of this general set also supports 
the conviction that a much broader selection of materials should be placed 
at the disposal of undergraduates, Under excellent and imaginative direc~ 
tion, the Reserve Book Room has made a vigorous attempt to freshen up the 
reserve reading lists, Circulation figures reflect an increased use, be= 
lieved to result from the cooperation of the faculty with the Library in 
bringing reading lists up to date, to the distinct advantage of the student: 
55,300 volumes circulated in 1955/56, cf. 45,297 in 195L/55. The heavy use 
of the Reserve Reading Room, together with the clearly unrealized potential 
of the General College Library, accentuate the need of improved library 
service for undergraduates, 

The Reference Department is very much concerned over its inability 
to provide full professional staffing to assist readers during the evening 
hours when the Library swarms with undergraduate students; and, unfortunately, 
there are not enough persons on duty during the daylight hours to shift one 
or two to evening assignment. Other departments in the Wilson Library 


Building -- Business Administration~Economics, Current Affairs Reading Room, 
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Documents Department, Southern Historical Collection, North Carolina Collec- 
tion, Rare Book Room -— are either short-staffed or closed altogether after 
5:00 P.M, The situation is the same in the special and professional 
libraries located outside of the Wilson Library Building (Art, Botany, 
Chemistry, Geology—Geography, Institute of Government, Law, Library Science, 
Mathematics—Physics, Music, Psychology, Sociology-Anthropology-Plamning, 
Zoology)-- all of which are understaffed, most of them to the point of hav- 
ing to close during evening hours, In spite of limited access, however, all 
units of the library system were drawn upon more in 1955/56 than in 1954/55 
(see Appendices IV, VII and IX). With financial assistance from the Insti- 
tute for Research in Social Science, the Human Relations Area Files, in the 
charge of the Current Affairs Reading Room, were moved and the filing made 
more current, thereby thawing slightly one of our frozen assets, Scholarly 
use of our North Carolina Collection, Southern Historical Collection and 
Rare Book Room has been remarkable. The Southern Historical Collection re- 
ports that there were 875 registrations, including scholars from 37 institu-~ 
tions all over the United States; and, further, that 189 inquiries were 
answered and 78 orders for photocopies filled, During the year, an article 
on the Southern Historical Collection, by Carolyn Wallace, was published 

in the Bookmark and later reprinted as a separate for mailing in response 

to numerous questions addressed to us about the Collection. Dr. Wallace 
also prepared, at the request of the National Historical Collections Com- 
mission, a summary description of the outstanding holdings of the Southern 
Historical Collection, Thus, the Collection's resources will be better 
known to scholars throughout the world by means of the forthcoming Guide 


to Depositories of Archives and Manuscripts. It is, in some quarters, held 
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that a university library rare book room is an adornment rather thah a use~ 
ful adjunct. Such an opinion could not be sustained by our experience in 
Chapel Hill. In addition to 659 curious visitors who explored our Rare 
Book Room in 1955/56, there were 319 persons who used the room and its 
material in pursuit of scholarly research, Seminars in Mglish, library 
science and in art history met in the room, each for a session to examine 
the rare items we hold, Dr. London, a specialist in the history of the 
South who is attached to the Rare Book Room, advised students, checked 
catalogs of southern Americana, and assisted in the "Crash Program," Sub- 
stantial progress was made in organizing the Press Collection (modern fine 
printing) and the collection of modern first editions and association items, 
The Rare Book Room was drawn upon, as usual, to provide special pieces in 
our exhibitions and the illustrative material for Mr. Cook's talks to clubs 
or over television, 

In the Bull's Head Bookshop we offer a service unique among university 
libraries; and the store showed a healthy increase in activity during the 
year, as measured by gross sales (up 4.8%) and number of patrons, The 
manager comments on the trend toward stocking a greater number of paper- 
backs and the success of adding French and German to the British in the line 
of foreign-published paperbacks, The Bull's Head is not an ordinary book- 
shop in that its orientation is primarily toward advice on book selection 
and invitation to good reading rather than sales and profits. In line with 
this emphasis, it provides a comfortable reading area, binding service 
(work done by Ruzika), searching for out-of-print titles, book selection for 
small libraries, rental library (titles sold after use, at giveaway prices), 


advice and sale to book clubs, assistance in gift selection (especially in 
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the Christmas season when fancy gift wrapping and mailing tax our resources). 
In an effort to spread the gospel of reading good current books, the Bull's 
Head has participated in the Library's "Of Books and People" television 
show and arranged attractive exhibits in the Wilson Library Building, 
Bookish people are attracted to meet authors at the Bull's Head teas; and 
Mrs, Valentine, the manager, accepts invitations to talk about books to 
book clubs and other organizations, School teachers who bring their classes 
to visit the University and Chapel Hill now often include in their itinerary 
the Bull's Head where children are given post card souveniers and where 

they frequently purchase books, insisting upon the shop's label. Patron 
appreciation of the Bull's Head service is reflected by gifts of books to 
the shop for sale. During the year, other universities have sent officials 
to study the Bull's Head operations or written letters of enquiry about it. 
Authors show a natural interest and when visiting the shop are willing to 
autograph copies of their books on sale — in 1955/56, for example, Robert 
Frost, Burke Davis, Alonzo T. Dill, Paul Green, Katharine Jones, Frances 
Gray Patton, Phillips Russell, and Warner Wells. 

During 1955/56 the Extension Department registered 47 book clubs and 
sent material to 500 towns. The recorded circulation was 17,977 volumes for 
the year and the number of reference questions handled was 1,695, In addi- 
tion to twelve exhibitions in the Library and two outside, the publication 
of five study outlines, and outside talks by Mrs. Hopkins and Mrs, McKenna 
(to club, workshop or TV audience), the Extension Department arranged four 
Bullts Head teas; October 20, Katharine Jones on her Heroines of Dixie; 
November 17, Warner Wells, Lambert Davis and Gwen Duffey on the translation 


and publication of Hiroshima Diary; February 1, Alonzo T. Dill on his 
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Governor Tryon's Palace; April 25, Jeremy North on the antiquarian book- 
trade, The Department continues the sale of its publications and offers its 
special services to individuals, correspondence students, students of other 
colleges, teachers and small (school, public and college) libraries, as well 
as to clubs whether registered with the Department or not. The Extension 
Department, as the special agency of the Library to take its resources to 
the people of the state, continued close collaboration with the North 
Carolina State Library Commission, In the coming year it is likely that the 
stimulus of Federal aid to rural libraries will have a direct effect 

upon the activities of the Department, 

The Library Photographic Service has increased its volume of work and 
has undertaken new operations, On February 1, responsibility for placing all 
orders to other photographic laboratories was transferred from the Reference 
Department to the Photographic Service, A considerable amount of work, 
especially the microfilming of theses, was done for State College Library 
which has not yet put its own laboratory in operation. Experiments were 
conducted in the preparation of microtape cards (using clippings in the 
North Carolina Collection and banking reports in the Business Administration- 
Economics Library) and it was concluded that this technique of photo-reduc- 
tion for storage may have future applications. It may be used for thesis 
publication also. In January, the Photographic Service did an emergency 
job for the Southern Fellowship Fund by preparing 11,000 prints in two 
weeks. Six additional part-time helpers, on two shifts between 11:00 AsMe 
and 9:00 P.M., were engaged in order to meet the deadline. The Photographic 
Service also assisted in preparations for the 1956 meeting of the American 


Association of the History of Medicine, by enlarging exhibition-size prints 
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from Professor Loren MacKinney's collection of slides of anatomical illus- 
trations in mediaeval manuscripts. 

The Library sought, in 1955/56, to make its organization, materials 
and services better known to the citizens of North Carolina by means of 
television programs over WUNC-IV. Appendix XIII indicates the nature of the 
effort. The Library's extra-mural extension work through the medium of tele- 
Vision was noted, with pictures, in two national publications, the Library 
Journal and the Antiquarian Bookman, The North Carolina Alumni Review also 
used a "still shot,® made by Sam Boone, from the program "Of Books and 
People" on the cover of the October issue. Evidently the library use of 
television was rather well received in North Carolina, for the Library has 
been requested to prepare another series for 1956/57. 

In last year's annual report, some uneasiness was expressed about the 
nature of our interlibrary borrowing for faculty and graduate students, viz. 
a tendency to rely upon other libraries for materials which should actually 
be purchased, In spite of a 21.7% increase, during 1955/56, in borrowing 
from other libraries (Appendix VIII), we heve the impression that our borrow- 
ing was due somewhat less to deficiencies in our own collection and there- 
fore more legitimate use of the interlibrary loan system. Only 6.7% of our 
total borrowing was from the Library of Congress, Moreover, our lending to 
other libraries increased by nearly 50%. Most of this increase was due to 
heavier lending to libraries within North Carolina, but there was also an 
increase in the number of volumes lent and number of libraries served out- 
side of the state (280 libraries in 195/55 cf. 304 in 1955/56). We are, 
therefore, able to report better reciprocity in our dealings with other 


research libraries upon which we have in the past leaned so heavily, and at 
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the same time, we are giving more service than ever to the citizens of 
North Carolina, 

On May 12, 1955 the Inter-University Committee on Library Cooperation 
(composed of the librarians and faculty representatives of Duke, N. C. State 
College, the University of North Carolina, and the Womants College of the 
University) agreed upon a cooperative lending program which gave faculty 
members and graduate students of the four schools the opportunity to borrow 
books directly from any of the four libraries, This program operated on a 
trial basis during 1955/55 and no difficulties were encountered in its 
application, The number of requests for inter-campus borrowers! cards was 
surprisingly few, 

The publications program of the Library has been accelerated, A joint 
publication of Duke, State College, the University of North Carolina and the 
Woman's College, A Unicn List of Social Science Periodicals Currently Re~ 
ceiveds.. (78 pages, mimeographed) , was edited by Robert Thomason and pro~ 
duced at Chapel Hill. The Library published a bibliography, by Charlotte 
received from all over the covntry. As mentioned before, Dr. Wallace's 
article in the Bookmark on the Southern Historical Collection was reprinted 
as a booklet. Jane Bahnsen's Index to Lawson's History of North Carolina 
(North Carolina Collection, 1955, mimeographed) has been welcomed as a 
valuable compilation, The Friends of the Library published a pandeneel ys 
printed booklet by Maurice F, Tauber, Louis R, Wilson, a Biographical Sketch, 
The Department of City and Regional Planning has issued a bi-monthly list of 


Pamphlet Collection on City and Regional Planning, The Library's regular

In addition, Library staff members have published useful research tools 





and articles to enhance the reputation of the Library as an important center 
of activity on the campus (see Appendix XII=B). 

A number of publications are projected for 1956/57. A Library Hand- 
book, by I. T. Littleton and Adriana Orr, a guide to the use of the 
Library, will be printed next September, thanks to the generous interest of 
John Sprunt Hill. Work is well advanced on a Guide to Special Collections 
which will serve as an aid to the research worker in the Library in a manner 
comparable to the expected use of the Library Handbook by the undergraduate 
student or general reader, The Friends of the Library expect to continue 
the keepsake series initiated this year. Another serial publication, Exhi- 
bition Check-List, will make its appearance in 1956/57 to describe the major 
exhibitions prepared by the Library. Mary L. Thornton is engaged in the 
preparation of her bibliography of non-official North Caroliniana which will 
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complement her Official Publications of the Colony and State of North 
Carolina (University Press, 195k). In the planning stage ares by Georgia 
H. Faison, a supplemanit te James L, Godfrey's The Graduate School Disser- 
tations and Jposes (University Press, 1947), and by 0. V. Cook, a revised 
edition of Incunabe$a in the Hanes Collection (The Library, 1940). 
Exhibitions were prepared during the year by the Law Library, Bull's 
Head Bookshop, Extension Department, Southgrn Historical Collection and 
North Carolina Collection, in addition ta the principal exhibition series of 
the General Library. One exhibit caay was reserved to show recent books 
published by the University Press, and another to display a book selected 
each week as "The Book of the Week." Arrangements for the 19 major exhibitions 
were made by I. T. Littleton ani the Exhibitions Committee with other willing 
volunteer assistance; but the céedit is due the Preparator of Exhibitions,

to a fuller exploitation of our resources. 
COOPERATION AND ASSISTANCE 


Cooperation with libraries of the region and with research libraries 
in the United States and abroad, particularly in England, has been steadily 


extended, A tangible piece of evidence of cooperative effort with our 
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libreries to ascertain, within a broad field, which magazine subscriptions 
are needlessly duplicated, which specialized journals can serve all of us 
in a single subscription, and which periodicals are not available in any of 
the libraries, In other ways too -- exchange of duplicates, transfer of 
materials, meetings of librarians, etc, -~- North Carolina's research 


libraries have been acting as a closely-knit, well coordinated federation, 
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A forward step was taken during the year by adding the North Carolina 
State Library to the four-campus interlibrary cooperative agreements, This 
move adds strength to Governor Hodges concept of a Chapel Hill = Durham ~ 
Raleigh "research triangle," 

In the Southeastern region there were two significant occurzences in 
the advance of library cooperation, in both of which the University of North 
Carolina Library played an active role, In November of 1955 ths Committee 
on Library Education of the Southeastern Library Association met in Chapel 
Hill, This committee is charged to consider the whole problem ef library 
education as it particularly affects the Southeast; but in its Chapel Hill 
conference, the librarians and library educators of seven states examined 
the status of research in librarianship and the importance of doctoral pro= 
grams in the field, A second event of importance in Southeastern library 
cooperation took place at Miami Beach on June 21 when the Association of 
Southeastern Research Libraries was formed, to facilitate the occasional 
meetings of directors of research libraries in the Southeast and perform, on 
& regional level, the functions of the national Association of Research 
Libraries, The objectives will be to promote interlibrary cooperation in 
the acquisition and use of research materials within the region, to improve 
library services for research workers, and to fit the Southeast more 
reasonably into the developing national pattern of bibliographical control. 
Worth Carolina, Duke and State College were, of course, charter members of 
this new regional associations and the librarians of Duke, North Carolina, 
State College and the University of Virginia constituted the steering 
committee which planned the organization of the association and helped get 


it Iaunched in 1956, 
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North Carolina was represented at all meetings of the Association of 
Research Libraries, and joined the new ARL project of joint subscription to 
about 100 foreign newspapers on microfilm. This plan will placé at our 
disposal, without storage and processing problems, a wealth of research 
material far beyond our expectations of a year agoe 

In the 1954/55 annual report ‘.t was announced that the Univetsity 
Librarian would serve as an ex-officio member of the Board of Truatees of 
the reorganized North Carolina State Library. The benefits of coordinated 
planning by the two largest state-supported library agencies in North 
Carolina are obvious; but the advantage of this new official connection has 
proved to extend farther, With the passage of the Library Services Act, 
the extension of library service to rural areas -— in which both the 
University and the State Library are concerned — becomes a problem calling 
for planning on a national neicy Further, our dealings with the Library 
of Congress and with the Superintendent of Documents will be eased by this 
Close and binding integration of the State Library and the University 
Library. An official representative of the Library of Congress, who recently 
visited North Carolina, has commented upon the effective work we can ac- 
complish economically through combined effort. 

During 1955/56 we were able to render some unusual assistence to 
foreign libraries in Great Britain (Westminster Reference Library, Durham 
University, British Museum, the University of London) and Asia (through the 
Asia Foundation). All in all, the University of North Carolina Library is 
exerting itself fully to cooperate with its sister institutions in an attempt 
at mutual aid, which in the long run will mean substantial economies and 


improved service to North Carolina, 
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In any discussion of cooperation and assistance, we are reminded of 
the generous portions of both which the Library receives from the Friends 
of the Library and the alumni of the University. And on the Chapel Hill 
campus, the School of Library Science, Division of Health Affairs, and the 
Institute of Government have in 1955/56, as in 1954/55, giver ful] and 
powerful support to the objectives of the University Library System. 


ORGANIZATION AED ADMINISTRATION 


The Administrative Board of the Library met three times during the 
year = October 5, 1955; February 23 and May 15, 1956, On October 5, the 
Board allocated the book budget for 1955/56, reviewed the public relations 
" policy of the Library, considered proposals which have been submitted to 
' the Plans and Projects Committees, and advised the Librarian on the budget 
request for the 1957-59 biennium, On February 23, the Board reviewed the 

status of book funds, expressed satisfaction on progress made in the use of 
& special fund set up for the completion of sets, and heard the proposal for 
the "Crash Program." 0m May 15, the Board made a tentative allocation of 
book funds for 1956/57, instructed the Librarian to confer with the Chair- 
man of the Committee on University Government concerning a proposal to in~ 
clude a section on the Univer sity Library in the Instrument of Government, 
called for a report on a recent rash of theft and mutilation of library 
books which had been satisfactorily checked with assistance from the 
‘Student Library Committee and other student leaders, and heard from the 
Librarian a report on miscellaneous matters. Throughout the year, the 
Board made known its grave concern over the reduced book budget for 1955/56 


and advised the Librarian to work aggressively for a deficiency appropriation, 
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The attitude of the Board concerning book funds was a clear reflection of 
the unanimous opirion of the feculty of the University. 

Work on the Library's Adninist=ative Manuel was pressed fc#ward during 
1955/55 to a point of near completion of the sections on policy, organization 
and fersonnel, Mrch delay was caused by the need for revision, @bich we 
regard as a good thing. The mere written explanation of our poligies, 
routines and regulations has made it evident that changes must be made, 

This had been stated as one of the two reasons for preparing the Miayial in 
the first place, to point up the deficiencies in our organization in order 
to correct them, During 1956/57 the two remaining sections of the Mannal, 
"procedures" and "information," will be completed in broad outline; and it 
is hoped that the Lending Code, Acqvisitions Code and Public Relations Policy 
will also be drawn up, The first step in definirg the Library's pvblic 
relations policy has already been taken in the form of a letter from the 
Librarian to Mr. E. A. Reach. the University's public relations advisor, 
on June 1, 1956, This letter hes been referred for comment to the Faculty 
Board of Public Relations which has as its chairman Professor Richmond P, 
Bond, by happy coincidence also a member of the Library Board, 

Just as the Administrative Manual is the resulting document from the 
Library's self-analysis or self-survey referred to in last year's annual 
report, the instruments in accomplishing the task are the weekly mestings 
of the Librarian's Conference and the several committees of the Library 
staff, Thanks to the enthusiasm and remarkable industry of these committees, 
the Library has now formulated long-range plans, based on carefully gathered 
factual data, in a number of important areas: 


1. Space allocation and building expension plans, 
(Committee on Space Allocation and building Plans) 
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2. Improvement of physical facilities and the meeting 
of panic emergencies, (Committee on Maintenance 
Problems) : 
3. Restoration and conservation of the deteriorating 
bookstock, (Committee on Binding and Book Repair 
4, Instruction in the use of the Library, (Library 
Handbook Committee) 
Other committees (examples; Committee on Book Purchases and Serial Sub- 
scriptions, Exhibitions Committee, Radio and Television Committee, Com 
mittee on the Divided Catalog) have shouldered the burdens of acministration 
and brought varied, fresh viewpoints in attacking our organizational and 
operational problems, 

Through discussions in the Librarian's Conference we have devised ways 
to simplify routines in the interest economy and sought ways to facilitate 
the use of the Library. For example, it was decided to abandon accession 
‘records on the grounds that their use did not justify the great expense of 
maintaining them, On the other hand, after careful study, we decided not 
to change the card catalog from the dictionary arrangement (i.e., single 
alphabet to include authors, titles and subject) to a divided catalog (in 
which more than one alphabetical sequence is used, separating subjects or 
subjects and titles from authors or authors and titles). 

One of the organizational problems faced by all large university 
libraries is that of centralization vs, decentralization. Special libraries 
located in buildings on the campus other than the general library building 
have definite advantages, particularly to the departments they are designed 
to serve. Unless these units are adequately staffed and open during the 
same hours as the central library, there will certainly be disadvantages to 


some; loss of expensive books, limited access (or complete frustration 


when the units are closed), pressure for major capital improvements to expand 
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quarters as special collections grow, and jurisdictional quibblirg. De- 
centralization always adds to operational cost in staffing and a certain 
amount of duplication in purchasing of books or subscriptions to pentode 
cals, Advantages must be realistically weighed against these costs in 
justifying the continuation of special units of service or in the ance 
ment of new ones, We have been making sound progress, with the assistance 
of academic departments, in a program to improve our present organization of 
the University Library Gystem -- through better coordination of the whole 
system (Librarian's Conferences, Library Notes, orientation of staff menbers, 
visits to the special units, consultations with chairmen or deans of depart 
ments or schools), through the return of books from special units to the 
general collection (to alleviate crowding without the expense of enlarging 
quarters, e.g. Geology-Geography Library, Mathematics-Physics Library), 
through modest expansion of quarters or furnishings (e.g., Music Library, 
Botany Library), and through additional staffing (e.g., Art Library, where 
the Art Department has provided some student library assistance to reduce 
book losses). When such efforts are unable to accomplish satisfactory re- 
sults, we should recommend, for certain special units, their abandonment 
and the return of all materials to the general collection, By the end of 
1956/57 a report on this problem of decentralized service, which will depend 
upon the library budget for 1957/58, will be submitted with specific recom 
mendations to the University Administration. 

On February of 1956, the Board of Trustees approved the establishment 
of a Bureau of Public Records Collection and Research, in the Department of 
‘Political Science, with Professor William S, Jenkins as Director. An ad- 


visory board to the Bureau was promptly appointed which included librarians 
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in its membership as well as faculty members and University administrators. 
This new agency is intended to do and to encourage research in public 
records; it also has functions which relate to the further collection of 
government publications, It has been specified that the work of the new 
Bureau will be cooperative and complementary, and in no way overlap or con- 
flict with the well-established program of the Library's Documents Depart~ 


ment, 
BUDGET AND FINANCE 


A special appropriation of $6,)51 was made on January 17 of 1956 for 
the purchase of critically needed library equipment such as microfilm and 
microcard readers, book trucks, typewriters, vertical files, a 16m, adapter 
for the Cel microfilming camera, and a small calculating machine, This 
fortunate assistance enabled the Library to improve service to readers and 
step up the efficiency of its internal operations; and at the same time, it 
was possible to make a substantial reduction in the 1957-59 budget request, 
Again, on April 30, 1956, the Business Manager came to our rescue in obtain- 
ing supplementary appropriations for Supplies, Postage and Motor Vehicle 
Operation, a total of $1310, to offset deficiencies in those budget items, 
Between January and April, a larger special allocation was approved for the 
Salaries and Wages fund, to be used as described elsewhere to operate the 
"Crash Program," 

In spite of efforts to stretch our reduced book budget as far as 
possible, nearly all book funds were fully encumbered by the close of the 
third quarter of the year, A backlog of critically needed books has again 


accumulated during 1955/56. There is urgent need for an additional $30,000

handicap, 

A very carefully documented budget request was submitted on November 11, 
1955 for the fiscal biennium 1957-59 -~ $689,317 for 1957/58 and $679,225 
for 1958/59. The principal increase requested was for books and periodicals, 
from $100,000 to $230,000 for each year, Preliminary hearings on the 1957-59 
Library budget request were most sympathetic and realistic, There is every 
reason to expect that the Library's support, particularly for the purchase 
of books and periodicals, will be substantially raised and that the dangers 
of sub-standard library facilities will be averted on the Chapel Hill campus, 

In its 1957-59 budget request, the Library also called attention to five 
permanent and capital improvements which should be financed within the next 
few years; (1) Renovation of the General Reference Room of the Wilson 
pibrary Building -- needed in 1957/58; (2) Modernization of the photodupli- 
cation laboratory — also needed in 1957/58; (3) A separate undergraduate 
library building; (lh) Air conditioning of the general reading rooms — needed 
in 1957/58; and (5) An extension of the Wilson Library Building at its south 


end, principally to accommodate a storage bookstack, 


LIBRARY SPACE, EQUIPMENT AND FURNITURE 


A special Library staff committee, the Committee on Space Allocation 
and Building Plans, has been hard at work and will soon submit a report on 
the immediate library space needs and a long-range (to 1965) library build- 
ing program, The committee first made a detailed inventory of library space 
in the Wilson Library Building and in the several buildings of the campus in 


which special libraries are located; and this space was analyzed as to its 
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present use -- for readers, for books, for processing. With these data in 
hand, the committee has given consideration to more efficient use of our 
present space through re-locations and changes in organization, We shall 
have a plan devised which will enable us to make emergency provision for an 
increased number of students, by rearranging rather than supplementing 
existing facilities. Moreover, when we make our next (1959-61) and future 
budget requests for major capital improvements (remodeling or new build- 
ings) we shall do so with confidence that they are absolutely necessary. 

The most pressing space problems are: (1) for undergraduate facilities 
in the Wilson Library Building, pending a separate undergraduate library 
buildings and (2) for books and readers in several of the special libraries, 
Insofar as possible, we hope to resolve the space problems in the special 
libraries by the return of substantial numbers of the less-used books to 
the general bookstack, rather than by recommending additional square footage 
in non=library buildings, The most overcrowded unit is the Geology-Geography 
Library. During 1956/57 the Music Library was expanded by provision of a 
bookstack in the basement floor of Hill Hall, and the Institute of Government 
Library was prepared for transfer to quarters in the Knapp Building. The 
Art Library will soon be provided more adequate area in the Ackland Build- 
ing which will be under construction next year. 

A parking lot for library patrons and air conditioning in the Wilson 
Library Building are long-standing needs; and these items, which a few years 
ago might have been considered in the luxury class, are nowadays regarded 
as necessities for large, busy, public buildings, 

Provided budget requests are approved, we anticipate no difficulties 


regarding equipment and furniture. We are reasonably well equipped at present 
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and have planned for the orderly replacement of obsolete and worn-out 


equipment, 


THE LIBRARY STAFF 


A major achievement of 1955/56 was recognition by the University of 
the academic status of those members of the Library staff who hojd positions 
which are primarily of a teaching or research nature. A detailed persomel 
classification plan has been drafted which separates academic from non- 
academic positions, and which contains specifications (description of 
duties, examples of duties, and minimum quelifications) for each type of 
position used in the University Library System and in the Division of 
Health Affairs Libraries:

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The positions which fall under the non-academic class are now being 
reviewed by the State Personnel Board which may, it is hoped, accept the 
recommended position specifications of the University Library. Certainly 
there is no comparable unit in the State's civil service, even in the other 
State-supported academic libraries. Our next objective is to secure a 
satisfactory salary scale for each of the classified positions, both academic 
and non-academic, Then, with the programs of orientation, in-service train- 
ing and "refresher" training, we can claim a personnel policy sufficiently 
attractive to reduce the alarming staff turnover which has seriously 
crippled our operations in 1954/55 and 1955/56. 

A second Gecctsne accomplishment of 1955/56 was the establishment of 
& reasonable minimum hourly wage for student assistants. The benefits in 
the way of improved morale and increased work output were evident within two 
weeks after the announcement was made. The University has probably never 
invested a modest sum more wisely than this cost of salary adjustments in 
accordance with the Library Student Assistants Classification and Pay Scale 
(Library Personnel Memorandum No. 20). 

It is true that we have lost an alarming number of our promising young ; 
professional librarians due to our poor salary floor. It is also true that 
the Library staff as a whole has been loyal and highly productive -—- neither 
complacent nor restive, but rather, alert and constructively critical. 
Numbers are participating sotively in professional or scholarly societies 
and are publishing in considerable amount. Honors are coming to them also. 
Associate Librarian 0. V. Cook was elected President of the North Carolina 
Library Association; William S, Powell was the recipient of a Guggenheim 


fellowship for research in England; Robert Connelly was named a Fullbright 
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scholar to study in France, Others have received prizes, been elected to 
offices, appointed to important committees, and enrolled for advanced 
graduate work. An ever increasing number of Library staff members are teach- 
ing regularly listed courses — e.g., O. Ve Cook, Mary Oliver, W. R. Pullen — 
or are being invited to assist in teaching subject bibliography and the use 
of the Librery. Extra~mural, informal instruction via television or in group 
meetings has been invited and eagerly accepted, Reference to Appendices XII 
and XIII will give an idea of the activities of the Library staff during 
1955/56 Not shown in the appendices is the contribution which has been 
made through participation in civic affairs, service clubs, patriotic and 
fraternal societies, church organizations, etc, 

On June 30, 1956 the Library lost, by reason of their retirement, four 
staff members whose combined service amounted to 122 years, The devotion 
to duty and significant contributions of these women were graciously ac- 
knowledged by Chancellor Robert B, House, The retiring staff members are: 
Miss Mary Broome, Assistant Head Cataloger: Miss Lucile M, Elliott, former 
Law Librarian; Mrs, Edna A. Lane, Administrative Assistant to five University 
Librarians, beginning with Dre Le Re Wilson; and Mrs, Sarah T. Watters, 
Assistant in the Southera Historical Collection, the first assistant appointed 


by the Collection's founder, Dr. J, G de R. Hamilton.

2. Improved facilities for undergraduate students by 
means of an Undesgraduate Library. 
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Additional staffing to maintain general service 
at its present level of quality, to improve it 
if possible in the face of heavily increasing 
demands; and to provide minimum special service 
in units located outside of the Wilson Library 
Building. 


A pay scale — together with our proposed classi- 
fication scheme -- and certain fringe benefits 
which will enable us to compete with more success 
for the best qualified personnel. 


Regular establishment of the routines which will 
bring all materials under minimum bibliographical 
control immediately upon their receipt, 


Completion of our administrative self-survey, to 
be followed by regular review of the Library's 
organization in order to attain maximum operating 
efficiency.

I have the honor to submit my third annual report as University Librarian, 
for the period between July 1, 1956 and June 30, 1957, the 162nd year of the 
University Library's history. 

Notwithstanding operation under an inadequate state-appropriated book budget 
(reduced from $125,000 per year in the 1953-1955 biennium to $100,000 per year in 
the 1955-1957 biennium), the Library has continued its remarkable growth as 
measured in number of volumes. This is largely due to the special wages funds 
which the Library has received to continue the processing of gifts received in 
years past (i.e., the "UNCL Project"); but a number of new gifts received this year 
has also helped to swell the volume count. We look forward to the 1957-1959 bien- 
nium with considerable optimism in the area of library acquisitions for two reasons. 
First, the bulk of our long accumulated, uncataloged gifts are now under sufficient 
bibliographical control as to reduce the risk of duplicate purchasing. Second, the 
General Assembly will evidently approve an allocation of $165,000 per annum for 
books-periodicals-binding. Although this amount is still short of our actual need, 
it does represent a remarkable gain of 65 percent over the current year. President 
Friday, the other administrative officers of the University, the faculty, the 
Friends of the Library organization, the students, friendly members of the General 
Assembly, the Governor, the editors of influential newspapers, and the general 
citizenry of North Carolina -- all exerted themselves during the 1957 legislative 
year to restore the Library's book budget to the amount recommended by the State 
Board of Higher Education ($165,000) which had been reduced ($125,000) in the 
recommendation of the Advisory Budget Commission. The Library and the University 
as a whole are most grateful for this widespread understanding of the importance 


of the library in the instructional and research programs of the Chapel Hill campus. 
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In another area, too, the year 1956/57 marked a fundamental advance -- 
recognition by the University Administration that the teaching-research-profes- 
sional staff of the Library is properly a part of the "academic personnel" group 
of the University, and thereby should be exempt from regulation and classification 
by the State Personnel Board. The sections of this report which deal with person- 
nel will show an effort on the Library's pert, through its in-service training 
program and its professional seminars, to improve the competence of the entire 
staff and merit the recognition which has been earned. There still remains much 
to be done in library personnel administration. A definition of the privileges of 
“academic status" is to be written; and we have yet to attain a regular salary 
schedule comparable to those of the best university libraries in the Southeast. 

On January 18, 1957 the General Faculty amended the Instrument of Government 
by addins Article IX on The Library. This action is regarded as a declaration by 
the faculty that the Library is properly a part of the academic structure of the 
University, and as such, its affairs should come under the scrutiny of the faculty. 
Section A of Article IX, the only section included in the Instrument to date, 
defines the Administrative Board of the Library, states the term of Board members, 
and enumerates the duties of the Board. 

One of the mest significant additions to the Library Administrative Manual, 
Information Memorandum No. 200, entitled "Guide to Special Collections," was begun 
in March of 1957. The purpose of the "Guide" is to supplement the card catalag by 
bringing attention to those holdings of the Library which cannot (due to cost or 
due to the nature of the material itself) be identified and located by normal 
library cataloging practice. The "Guide" haa already been highly commended by 
scholars in our region as a device which will disclose to other research institu- 
tions the special assets of the University of North Carolina which would not be 
shown in union catalogs, union lists, etc. The "Guide" also provides a descriptive 


record of major special acquisitions or gifts which will, after they are fully 
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cataloged, be distribuced in more than one location in the Library system. Substan- 
tial progress has been made toward the completion and revision of other sections 
of The Administrative Manual. 

Since this is my final annual report as University Librarian, I take special 
pleasure in repeating my appreciation of the staunch support I have received for 
the past three years from the University Administration, the Library Board, the 
faculty and the library staff. Except for this introductory statement and the 
section on Plans and Recommendations, the several sections of this report, as well 
as the appendices, have been prepared by Associate Librarian 0. V. Cook and Assist- 
ant Librarian I. T. Littleton. As before, this annual report represents a summary 
of the more complete record of the library year to be found in such publications 
as Library Notas, Recent Acquisitions and The Rookmark.

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The year 1956-57 marked several important milestones in the history and 
growth of the University of North Carolina Library. The fruition of months of 
planning and presentation of the 1957-59 budget came last Spring when it was 
aanounced that the North Carolina State Legislature had increased the Library's 
annual appropriation for books and periodicals from $100,000 for the bienniun, 
1955-57 to $165,000 for the biennium, 1957-59. Thanks are due to the University 
administrative officials for their forthright presentation of the critical needs 
for the Library books in the teaching and research program of the University. 
This increase in book funds will enable the Library to keep pace with other 
university libraries in the Southeast in both quantity and quality of the 
collections. 

Another accomplishment of first importance to the future development of 
the Library was the ircrease in salaries of the staff appropriated by the state 
legislature and generously allscated by University officials. Salaries of 
professional members of the staff will be increased significantly on July l, 
1957. This action will place the library in a better position to recruit the 
more promising librarians. 

The Legislature also provided funds for several new positions for the 
1957-59 biennium so that additional staff can be added to units in most critical 
need. Although some areas will still be understaffed, these new positions will 
enable us to fill some of the most serious gaps. 

The year 1957 marked the 25th anniversary of the Friends of the Library. 
This organization which has played such an important part in the development of 
scholarly and research collections began in 1932 through the efforts and 


encouragement of Dr. Louis Round Wilson, tnen the Librarian. The membership 
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has grown from 30 members in 1932 to over 450 this year. On May 10, the Silver 


Anniversary Dinner was held at the Carolina Inn with about 150 members in 


attendance. The large contributions of books and funds by this organization 


during the year are reported elsewhere. 
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GROWTH AND ORGANIZATION OF THE COLLECTIONS 


With the close of business on June 30, the Library could report that during 
the fiscal year 1956-57 it had added 67,295 volumes to its official volume count. 
As of July 1, 1957 the total volumes held by the University of North Carolina 
Libraries was 898,417. The number of volumes added is less than the record- 
breaking 94,516 volumes added in 1955-56 but is still a surprising number of 
additions for a year in which the State Legislature granted a book budget of 
only $100,000. 

There are two reasons why there were so many additions. The University 
was able to provide supplementary funds for employing additional staff members 
for accessioning and processing gifts and exchange books accumulated and stored 
over the years but still uncataloged for lack of personnel to handle then. 

Over 17,000 volumes were added by this means. This backlog of unprocessed 
volumes has been cut down from approximately 200,000 to about 25,000. Some of 
the important collections processed in this program are the Knight, MacNider, 
Masonic, Myers, Episcopai Diocese, Gould, Taunenbaum, Bjcrkman and Howell 
Collections. The books in these and many miscellaneous ccllections are now 
represented by author cards in the catalog. As was pointed out in last year's 
report, this project is an especially important undertaking because it has 
reduced the hazard cf our purchasing books which we already have but of which 
we have no itemized record. The second reason for such a large growth in the 
Library's collections is that we have received sizeable funds and numerous 
bo.ks from Friends of the Library, faculty, alumni and others. At the Friends 
Of the Library dinner on May 10 it was announced that Friends of the Library 


had given some 11,000 volumes, 450 maps, 30 prints and pictures, 5 large 
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collections of manuscripts and a number of autographed letters and broadsides. 
Two collections containing approximately 1,000 items received during the year were 
the Willis Briggs Collection of General History, Literature and North Caroliniana 
and the Library of Richard Malcolm Johnston. Some other notable acquisitions - 
received as gifts are the following: 22 rare volumes and letters for addition 
to Preston Davie Collection of Early Americana; a fine 1532 copy of Perceforest, 
one of the great landmarks in printing, added to the Hanes Collection for 
the Study of the Origin and Development of the Book by Robert M. Hanes; 9,000 
reprints dealing largely with physiological and embryological studies, from 
Dr. E. Newton Harvey, Professor of Biology at Princeton University; 1,000 items 
for addition to the Archibald Eendercon Collection of Bernard Shaw; two Spanish 
incunabula from M’les Horton, Jr.; over 500 volumes for addition to the William 
Henry Hoyt Collection of French History; a rare group of priats from Dr. William 
P. Jacocks, including a 1654 original etching by Rembrandt, Descent from the Cross 
by Torch-light; copy of the first edition of Samuel Johnson's Dictionary of the 
English Language (London, 1755), in two volumes for addition to the Whitaker 
Collection Relating tc Samuel Johnson, James Boswell and Their Friends as well 
as a number of other rare volumes for addition to the other collcctions estab- 
lished by William A. Waitaker. 

During the latter part of June, 1957, the Library was the recipient of 
a check for $3,000 from the Heineman Foundation for Research, Educational, 
Charitable and Scientific Purposes, Inc. of New York City. With this gift the 
Dannie. M. Heineman Fund for the purchase of research materials was established. 
Dr. Heineman and his neighbor, William Henry Hoyt, both of Greenwich, Connecticut, 
¥isited the Library in January and on January 17 a reception was held for them 
“in the Rare Book Roon,. 

Not only by gift but by purchase with both state appropriated and trust 


funds, growth has been high in quality as well as quantity. Important 
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acquisitions reported by the Order and Serials Departments and in Recent 
Acquisitions, the Library's publication devoted to listing and analyzing the 
Library's collections, will testify to the quality of the items acquired. Some 
indication of important research materials acquired can be found in the lists 
of new periodicals and continuations acquired by the Serials Department. The 
Serials Department reports that 113 new periodical subscriptions were entered 
for the year; 157 new continuations were ordered and long back files of 29 
different journals and periodicals were acquired. The following examples will 
illustrate the wide variety and importance of periodical acquisitions: a complete 
file of Die Fackel, 14 volumes of Horizon; 25 volumes of Islenzka békmentafélag; 
22 volumes of Nieuw archief voor wiskunde; 14 volumes of Revista de occidente; a 
complete file or. microfilm of The Manchester Guardian Weekly, 1937-1952.

17927); a valuable 
fire of The Western Carolinian (Salisbury, Philo White and James Craige), covering 
years 1823-24 and 1830-31 and a microfilm of the same newspaper partially covering 
the years 1821-1822, 1826, 1835-1838. An extraordinary set of scrapbooks (31 
volumes in all) was given to the North Carolina Collection by Earl Dean, reporter 


and feature writer of Manteo, North Carolina. This huge collection d newspaper 
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~he 
ciippings, mainly about Roanoke Island and Dare County, covers the period from 
the early 1930's to 1955. In addition to these few examples, Miss Thornton and 
her staff have continued to collect materials in print by North Carolinians or 
about North Carolina. 

The Law Library has acquired 150 volumes of reports of bar associations 
throughout the country by exchanging back files of the North Carolina Bar 
Association Reports. Important source material of English legal history is still 
being received as a result of Miss Lucille Elliott's trip to England in 1956. 
Funds provided for this purpose by Alumni Giving and Friends of the Library not 
yet expended have been allocated for the completion of serials in the Law Library. 

Additions of important books, music and phonograph recordings have strength- 
ened further the already outstanding Music Library. To illustrate the quality 
of music acquisitions, some of the more important ones are mentioned: two rare 
Palestrina volumes of motets carrying the imprint dates of 1601 and 1604; a rare 
set of the complete works of Handel in 94 volumes (i.e., 93, volume 49 was never 
published) (1859-1885); and phonograph records containing 41 symphonies by Mozart 
in 12 albums, three albums of the string quartets of Beethoven and five albums of 
the English and Scottish Popular Ballads. 

The Southern Historical Collection reports that 179 groups of manuscripts 
totaling 62,321 pieces were added to the collection. Among these were 20,000 
items from the office files of the Honorable John H. Small, Member of Congress 
from North Carolina, 1899-1921, and the first of a large collection of the profes- 
sional papers of Dr. Louis Round Wilson relating to his career at the University. 
The collection now contains about 3,000,000 manuscripts. 

In the course of our self-examination during the year, the number of titles 
in each of the Deus Decimal subject classifications was estimated and a percent- 


age distribution of holdings by subject was obtained. This breakdown is 
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Given below, in a rough way, this profile tells us our strengths and weaknesses:

The total number of recorded volumes circulated by all Library units 


during the year was 469,941 - an increase of 18% over 1955-56. 


The increase in the circulation of books for one week or more was about 


10%, whereas that for reserve books was 202. 


This reflects to some extent 


an increased enrollment, but, since most of the reserve books are used in 


connection with courses, it is clear that the Library is being used more 
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as a adjunct to classroom teaching. 

The Circulation Department, in addition to its usual work of inventory, 
stack reading, shelving, maintaining the bookstock and helping readers, has found 
it necessary, due to crowded stack conditions, to make a major shift of some of 
the books on the 7th level to the 8th level. Miss Lucy reports that with increased 
demand, there is a greater need for duplicate copies of titles in the Reserve 
Room and for some of the more popular books in general circulation. As enrollzent 
rises and as the trend of specific library assignment continues, the need for 
duplicates will become even more pressing. 

Because of the rapid growth in faculty and townspeople and the impossibiliiy 
of the staff's knowing even a small percentage of them, there has been much discus- 
gion about issuing identification cards to visiting scholars, Chapel Hill residents 
or visitors not otherwise connected with the university, and faculty meabers. 
Heretofore, it has been the policy to lend tooks to anyone who has a Chapel Hill 
addzess but the tine is coming when the libracy cannct treat bovk Lending quite as 
infovirally as it has in the past. Iu April a Librarian's Coafeteace vas devoted 
to this problem and it was decided that three types of borrower's cards would be 
designed and issued: (1) Visiting Faculty, (2) Special Borrowers, and (3) 
Faculty Library Card. For the present, cards will be issued as a courtesy intro- 
duction; and use of cards will be recommended, rather than required, until experience 
in their use is evaluated. 

Both the General College Library and the Reserve Reading Room report an 
increased use of books by undergraduates; notwithstanding greater use, and an 
upward trend in enrollment, no provision for additional space has been made, The 
General College Library has only 75 seats for about 1200 Freshmen. The number of 
reserve books for Freshman Sociai Science courses is increasing but there is no 
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Bey 
bookstack, or (2) readers space is taken for books. Spot checks of the charge 
cards indicate that the majority of readers who use the books on open shelves in 
the room are upper classmen, graduate students and faculty members and that many 
of the titles in the collection are not suitable for undergraduates. 

The Library staff's Buildirg end Space Planning Committee in its report sub- 
mitted during the year had a great deal to say about the critical need for 
additional seating and open shelf book collections for the undergraduate. 

In the Wilscen Library there are only 907 seats and in 1956-57, the under- 
graduate enrollment was 6,093 -- about one seat for every six students. The 
committee's report is quoted: "In receat years authorities on library planning 
have raised their recommeaded number of library seats from one-third to one-half 
the number of students enrolled. Tuis increase has come about 2s a result of a 
change from a textbook-centered philosophy of education to 4 multi-book centered 
philosophy. This educational trend which is the crux of the new trend in ‘general 
education’ has been adopted in most of the academic departments at the University 
of North Carotina. Not only has there been aa increase in the use of th2 Livrary 
by students at UNC as a result of this method of education, but it is predicted 
that the enrollment at the University will follow a national trend of increasing 
successiveiy in future vears so that by 1960 there will be around 10,000 students 
at the University. Based on the estimates by the Commission on Higher Education, 
enrollment will show a eteady increase at least until 1970. 

"These facts lead to the conclusion that library seating capacity will need 
to be increased within the next five years unless we want to repeat the conditions 
that existed in this Library before the present addition was compteted...." 

The committee also points out the inadequate number of books on open shelves 
for ready access by the undergraduate. in regard to the Ceneral College Library 


coliection, the committee statez, "This collection contains mainly books in tho 
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Social Sciences -- history, economics, sociology and biography. However, there are 
also books there useful for research only. It is not a well-rounded browsing 
coilection, yet it is the only opsn-shelf collection for undergraduates, other 
than the books in the Reserve Room which are to be used for specific courses and 
are tied up with short loans." 

Most of these problems now facing the Ceneral College Library and the Reserve 
Reading Room could be sclved by an Undergraduate Library. The Euilding and Spece 
Planning Committee recommends a well selected general open shelf collection of 
20,009 tc 50,000 books located in one cr a combination of two or mcre pleasant and 
comfortable reoms in the present building or in a separate undergraduate building. 
Such a collection would bring cur undergraduates into direct contact with the 
world's greatest and most inviting tooks on all subjects. 

The need for increased seating and shelving capacity is also critical in 
other Library units. The rooms in which the Geology (New East), Botany (Davie dall), 
Libraries are housed are filled to capacity. In neither library is there room for 
more than six students to use the materials. Plans must be made soon to send 
little used material in these libraries to the Wilson Library or to provide more 
space for readers and books. 

The demands for reference service continued to increase. The Reference 
Department answered almost 2,000 more questions in 1956/57 than in the previous 
year. 

The Reference Department is still concerned about its inability to provide 
full professional staffing to assist readers during the evening hours when there is 
more demand for service from undergraduate students. With increased legislative 
appropriations, additional help will be given to the Reference Department during 
the evening hours but more assistance is needed also in other departments in the 
Wilson Library (e.g., Economics and Business Administration Library and Documents 


Department). 
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With the additional salary appropriation from the 1957 Legislature, the 
service in Departmental and School libraries outside the Wilson Library will improve 
somewhat. Plans are being made to provide a full-time Art Librarian for the new 
library in the Ackland Museum and for part-time staffing in the Botany and Zoology 
Libraries. This will provide at least part-time staffing in all units except the 
Psychology Library. 

The Special Collections in the Wilson Library continue to be heavily used by 
research workers on and orf the campus. Dr. Patton reports 853 registraticns of 
scholars representing over 40 major uriversities, colleges, state libraries and 
historical societies throughout the United States. Drs. James W. Patton and 
Carolyn Wailace explained the eervices of the collection on a helf-hour television 
program on WUNC-TV on January 7. Aa article on the Southern Historical Collection 


by Dr. Wallace appeared in the Summer issue of Manuscrivis and lists of acquisitions 


have appeared in Journal of Southern History (May 1957) and Forest History Sources

The staff of the North Carolina Collection has under way a number of projects. 
The most important is the completion of a bibliography of North Carolina by Mary L. 
Thornton. It contains 15,500 titles and comprises, with the exception of state 
and federal documents and non-book materials, almost all the titles in the North 
Carolina catalogues. The manuscript is now ready for publication with the exception 
of an introduction and a subject index. This bibliography complements the earlier 
volume listing the official publications, compiled also by Miss Thornton and pub- 
lished in 1954. Thanks are due to John Sprunt Hill for making the publication of 
both of these valuable bibliographies possible. 

About 650 volumes which were in che first University and Di and Phi libraries 
have been assembled and shelved on the pine shelves in the "Oid Carolina" Rooms. 
Voluwes were identiiied from an 1602 lis. ina North Carolina newspaper, and 


printed catalogues of the societies prior to 1830. 
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A search was made in other libraries for copies of early North Carolina 
publications which have been on our want list for many years. Films and prints of 
many of them heve been secured during the year. 

Although there has been no increase in lending or borrowing from other 

tbraries, both activities are still heavy. There has been little change in the 
ratio of borrowing and lending. Apparently the same encouraging trends which arte 
reported last year are continuing: (1) our borrowing is due somewhat less to 
deficiencies in ovr own collection on therefore to a more legitimate use of inter- 
library loan, (2) there seems to be better reciprocity in our dealings with other 

large research libraries. However, an analysis of the statistics on lending shows 
a decrease in volumes lent to smaller libraries and citizens in the state. This 
probably reflects the growing strength of the State Library which is handling 
more of the requests from small public libraries and individuals outside of Chapel 
Hill. 

The trend in Photographic Service is changing from an emphasis on purely 
technical operations for interests outside the Library to a more integrated program 
of service to the library in building up its own collections in microfacsimiles and 
other photographic aids to library operations. Mr. Boone has undertaken an 
experiment. of reproducing catalog cards by photography. From work done up to now, 
it appears that the present equipment in the laboratory is not adequate for this 
purpose. Attempts are being made to design an apparatus for this purpose. Consider- 
able use is being made of the Var ifax machine by Library departments needing quick 
copies of letters, brochures, book lists, etc. This machine is the most important 
equipment addition to the Laboratory since last July. 

There has been an increased use of the Rare Book Room and its collections in 
the teaching program. Dr. London reports that a large number of university classes 
met in the room to examine and discuss rare materials. Associate Siecectan 0. Vv. 


Cook has made numerous illustrated talks on the history of the book to University 
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classes, seminars, and book clubs in various parts of the state. He also taught 
Library Science 151 on the History of Books and Printing, in the School of Library 
Science during the Spring semester. 

Dr. William R, Pullen, Documents Librarian, offered a course in Public 
Documents during the Spring sem2ster and Mary W. Oliver, Law Librarian, taught her 
Legal Bibliography in the Law School for the second year. 

In other ways, librarians have been doing direct teaching. The Reference 
Department staff gave its annual series of lectures on the use of the Library to 
the 1200 entering Freshmen. The new Library Handbook was used as a basis for the 
lectures and each Freshman was given a copy for reference. Charlotte Georgi, 
Business Administration Librarian, has given 50 lectures on the use of Business 
materials to a total of over 600 studerts in the School of Business Administration. 
A seven-page mimeographed syllabus has been prepared as a basis for this instruction. 
This experiment tried for the first time this year has proven quite successful. 

Any instructor in the School of Business Administration may arrange these lectures 
for his class by contacting Miss Georgi. 

On the evening of November 15, the Library joined other groups on the campus 
in celebrating the 100th anniversary of the birth of George Bernard Shaw and the 
publication of GEORGE BERNARD SHAW - MAN OF THE CENTURY, by Shaw's official biogra- 
pher, Dr. Archibald Henderson. The Friends of the Library sponsored a public 
lecture on Shaw by Dr. Henderson, followed by a reception in the Library Assembly 
Room. At the same time, an exhibition of materials from the Archibald Henderson 
Collection of Bernard Shaw was opened in the Library and the first Exhibition 
Checklist containing notes on the exhibition was issued. 

On the evening preceding the lecture-reception-exhibition, Dean Lucile 
Kelling (now Henderson), Curator of the Henderson-Shaw Collection, and Dr. Horn 
appeared on a special half-hour television program over WUNC-TV to present a preview 


of the exhibition. 
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The Bull's Head Bookshop and the Extension Department jointly sponsored five 
Bull's Head Teas during the year: on October 24, Phillips Russell discussed his 
about his symphonic drama, Wildernecs Road; on February 7, Manly Wade Wellman 
talked about Rebel Boast; on March 15, Jessie Rehder discussed her novel, Remem- 
brance Way; and on April 26, George Scheer and Hugh Rankin discussed Rebels and 
Redcoa%s. 

The Library's 15-minute weekly television program, "Of Books and People," was 
continued for the second year. Thirty-tvo prcgrams were presented. These are 
listed in Appendix XIII. The purpose of this series was to make the Library's 
services and materials be<ter known to citizens of the state.

A second number of Paperbound Books in Business and Economics: a Bibliography, 
compiled by Charlotte Georgi, was mimeographed for distribution. Over 250 requests 
for this publication have been received from libraries, banks, industrial relations 


firms, and labor organizations all over the United States. Ome request came from 


a library in Uppsala, Sweden. 
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Last September the Library Handbook, by Adriana Orr and I. T. Littleton, was 
published. This attractive booklet has received a great many favorable comments 
and has been used effectively by students and visitors. We hope that there will be 
set up a continuing budget for periodic revisions of the Library Handbook or for 
having additional copies printed when the supply is exhausted. We are indebted to 
John Sprunt Hill for making it possible to publish this first edition. 

Another important publication which was completed is the Guide to Special 
Collections. As was pointed out in last year's annual report, this Guide is 
expected tu serve as an aid to the research worker in the Library in a manner 
comparable to the expected use of the Library Handbook by the student or visitor. 
It contains descrivtions of the Library's many special collections, indexes and 
files. Most of the various collections described in it contain materials which are 
not listed in the main catalog. It is mimeographed, ioose-leaf so that revision 
will be easy. It is expected that each academic department on the campus and each 
operating unit of the University Library system will receive a copy. 

Individvuai members of the Library staff have contributed articles to journals 
and books. A complete list of these is given in Appendix XII. 

The exhibition program Eas continued with an unusually larg2 number of 
displays. Exhibitions were prepared by the Law Library, Buil's Heed Bool:shop, 
Extension Department, Southern Historical Collection and North Cerolina Collection. 
The general exhibits in the Wileor Library were installed by Mes. Myra Lauterer.

COOPERATION AND ASSISTANCE 


The University Library has participated in a number of projects in cooperation 
with other libraries of the region, the nation and the world. The International 
Relations Committee of the American Library Association selected this Library as 
one to receive, for an extended visit, one of eleven librarians from India. As 
a result, Janardan M. Kanitkar, the Librarian of the Indian Institute of Public 
Administration in New Delhi, observed and worked in the Library from November 1, 
1956 to January 5, 1957. We have sent exchange books to libraries in England, 
Australia and, through the Asian Fourdation, to libraries in Korea and other Asian 
countries. 

The Librarian or the Associate Librarian reprecented the Library at the two 


meetings of the Association of Research Libraries during the year. 
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According to statistics recently issued by the Library of Congress, the 
bibliographical center at Chancel Hill contributed cards for 3,825 imprints to the 
National Union Catalog. Although these included cards for volumes in the libraries 
at Duke, N. C. State College, Woman's College of UNC and other North Carolina 
libraries, it is the highest number of cards contributed by any library or center 
in the Southeast. 

We have also been contributing to the work of the newly organized Association 
of Southeastern Research Libraries. Dr. Horn attended its second meeting held in 
October 1956 at the Southeastern Library Association meetings in Roanoke, Virginia 
and its third meeting at the 1957 Midwinter meeting of the American Library Associa- 
tion in Chicago. Mr. Cook met with the group at Kansas City in June at the ALA 
meeting. The ASEDL and SIRF (Southeestern Interlibrary Research Facility) are 
sponsoring the compiiation of a Southeastern Supplement to the Union List of 
Serials. This important bibliographical project will list and locate in research 
libraries in the Southeast, new, added and corrected serials titles and holdings 
to the Union List of Serials and its two supplements. By this means, the serials 
resources of the region will be available to each library through inter-library 
loan and regional research will be facilitated. By June 15, Mrs. Louise Hawkins, 
working in the Serials Department, had completed listing on cards our holdings for 
inclusion in this Supplement. It will be published within the next few months. 

The cooperative spirit and work among libraries in the state have continued 

at a high level. It was recommended that the Inter-University Research Library 
Committee composed now of the Librarians and one faculty member from UNC, Duke, 
N. C. State College and Woman's College be broadened to include the State Library 
and that the official name of the committee be changed to the North Carolina 
Research Library Committee. 

Now that we have the majority of cur duplicates listed, we have been able to 


arrange duplicate exchange agreements with Duke, N. C. State College and other 
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libraries in North Carolina. We have been sending these libraries duplicate books 
which they need and in exchange have received some of their duplicates which were 
not among our holdings. 

From the Friends of the Library, faculty, alumni and leaders in student 
government, cocperation with and assistance to the Library have been willingly 
given. The student leaders have been most cooperative in helping to correct 
violations of library lending rules. 

The Library owes a debt of gratitude to the Carolina Inn and to the ready 
assistance of the Manager, Mr. L. B. Rogerson, which was forthcoming whenever 
requested, and often volunteered. Due to the fine cooperation of the Carolina Inn, 
the Library staff and members cf the Friends of the Library, the 25th Anaiversary 
meeting of the Frieads of the Libraxy on May 10 was one of the most beautiful and 
enjoyable occasions at the University during the entire year. Chancellor House 


spoke on "The Books in My Life" and selected gifts were exhibited. 
ORGANIZATION AND ADMINISTRATION 


The Administrative Board of the Library met two times during the year -- 
October 9, 1956 and Fevruary 22, 1957. Oa October 9, the Board gave a final deter- 
mination of the book, periodical and binding budget for 1956-57, received copies of 
the Library Harndsook, heard reports on the completion of sets and recent gifts to 
the iibvares Cn February 22 the Librarian proposed that a separate acccunt of 
$10,000 be set up to meet the need for departmental continuations, that a special 
fund of $2,000 be allocated for purchasing duplicates required in the teaching pro- 
gram, that specific allocations be made for Folklore, Russian and Near East material: 
that allocations be made to specific departments for the purchase of special sets. 
Although the Board was not asked to take action on the recommendations at that time, 
it was the sense of the meeting that these budgetary revisions and allocations met 


with approval. 
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On January 18, 1957 the Instrument of Government of the University was 
amended by adding to Article IX, Section A, which describes the membership, terms, 
and functions of the Administrative Board of the Library. The Librarian, on the 
basis of this section of the Instrument of Government, wrote Organization Memoran- 
dum No. 6 of the Acministrative Manual which outlines, in more detail, the member- 
ship, terms and functions of the Administrative Beard. This memorandum was 
approved by the Board oa February 22. 

Article IX provides that the Administrative Board of the Library shall be 
composed of "ten members of the faculty so chosen as to represent adequately and 
appropriately the various interests of the faculty." They are to be appointed by 
the Chancellor upon recommendation of the Librarian who shall serve as ex-officio 
chairman of the beard. The Members are to serve five years and ere not to succeed 
thems2lves. 

Organizatioa Mercrandum No. 6 provides that the ten appointed members will be 
nominated to obtain apprcximately the following representation: 

Division of Humanities - 3 members 
Division of Social Sciences - 3 members 
Division of Natural Sciences - 3 members 
Psufassional Schools - 1 member 

Members on the beard on January 18, 1957 will serve out their indefinite terms. 
New members epre“?nted to the Board after January 18, 1957 will serve five year 
terms, as defined in the Article IX-A-2 of the Instrument of Government. The five 
duties of the board which are spelled out in detail in Orsenteetion Memorandum No. 
6 are: to advise the Librarian on the administration of the Library, to formulate 
policy on the acquisition and use of library materials, to allocate undesignated 
book funds, to advise the Chancellor, through the University Liodrarian, on the 
establishment or discontinuance of library units outside Wilson Library and to 
review the University Librarian's biennial budget request. 


Work on the Administrative Manual has proceeded with new Information and 
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Procedures Memoranda and Cerra tons of Memoranda as changes were made during the 
year. There has been mawked inprovewent in the speed of orderings, binding and 
processing of materials as a result of several changes suggested in Librarian's 
Conferences devoted to these procedures during the year. It appears from our 
self-analysis that next attention must be given to a complete study and analysis 
of the procedures and organization of the acquisitions and cataloging activities. 

Some changes in the organization of personnel and the esteblishment of 
several new pdai tics in the area of technical processing during the next biennium 
should bring marked improvement and speed in the acquisition and processing of 
materials. The recommendation of the appointment of Dr. William R. Pullen to the 
position of Assistant Litrarian for Tectinicel Processes was made last Spring and 
on July 1 he will essum2e his new deties. He will have responsibility and authority 
for the proper management of all operations involved in the accuisition and prepar- 
ation of materials for use. He will be studyirg all routines and procedures in 
the area of technical processing and will meke recommendations for improving, 
coordinating and speeding up these activities. ‘There is a need for a continuous 
survey and inventory of the Library's collections and a written Acquisitions Code 
or policy which may be used for guidance in the proper development of the collec- 
tions. It is hcped that during the coming biennium that attention can be given 
to these important tasks. 

Some work has been completed also on a Lending Code and dur ing 1957-58 we 
hope to have it ready to be included in the Administrative Manval. 

A problem in any large decentralized library system is that of the coordina- 
tion and management of libraries outside the general library building. Special 
libraries located in classroom buildings increase the usefulness of the collections 
to the departments which they serve but if they are not properly staffed many 


serious problems occur, such as, the loss of books, and limited access to those 
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who wish to use the collections. Perhaps the greatest problems are caused by depart- 
mental libraries that cut across a number of different fields. This occurs most 
frequently in the Social Sciences. Collections in Sociology, Psychology, Anthropol- 
ogy and Political Science, if not centrally located in the general library, cause 
inconvenience to studerts and faculty members in the other social sciences, history 
and the humanities. 

We have continued to improve coordination of departmental libraries this year 
by several means: Library Notes, frequent visits by the administrative staff to the 
libraries, and staff meetings for departmental librarians and cecretaries. A series 
of Librarian’s Conferences was devoted to the problems of individual departmental 
libraries. These Conferences were held in the libraries themselves and were attended 
by department heads in the Wilson Library, faculty members in the departments served 
by the particular library and the departmental library staff. Conferences were held 
in the Chemistry, Law, Music, Geology-Geography, Sociology-Anthropology-Planning and 


Mathematics-Physics Libraries for a consideration of the problems of each. 


BUDGET AND FINANCE 

As has already been stated, the Library received <n increase in its state 
appropriated book budget from $100,000 in 1955-57 to $155,000 in 1957-59 and 
substantial wage and salary increases for the staff. There were also slight 
increases in all non-personnel budgets: equipment; repair; postage, telephone 
and telegrash; supplies and printing. When it seemed that the request for an 
increased book budget would not be successful, the Library received state-wide 
support from many sources. The newspaper press in Chapel Hill and throughout the 
state spoke out for more money for books; and friends, alumni and members of the 
Friends of the Library tock every opportunity to make our needs known to the 
citizens of North Carolina and to their elected legislative officials. A letter 


from George M. Stephens, Chairman of the Friends of the Library, was mailed to all 
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a0) « 
members of that organization on January 28, 1957, asking their support in the 
Library's behalf. 

This state-wide support combined with the strong plea for increased book 
funds from University administrative officials won the long needed increase. 

To all of those who helped in this campaign, the students, faculty and Library 
staff of the University owe a debt of gratitude. 

The wages budget has never been adequate for the needs of the Library. It is 
with these funds that pereonnel are employed to do most cf the everyday, routine 
and essential work of the Library. We began the year with a wages budget of 
$35,650 to which $8,841 was added by the University Administration. These funds 
permitted us to maintain service at a high level, to complete listing our holdings 
to Special! Collections and to do some repair of materials in the Law Library. It 
is hoped that the wegee budget can be increased so that it will not be necessary 
to request supplementary funds in the future. In order for the Library to meet 


its normal operating expenses there should be an annual wages budget of at least 


$47,000. 


THE LIBRARY STAFF 


For all practical purposes, the professional library staff has been recog- 
nized by the University administration as having academic status, although there 
is no official statement in writing clarifying this status. During the year, the 
Librarian, the Business Manager and the Dean of the Faculty discussed the matter 
and agreed to recommend that profesional staff be classified as academic and that 
positive steps be taken to exempt those positions sc classified from the State 
Personnel Act. Accordingly, during the year all appointments of professional 


librarians have been made through the Dean of the Faculty. In the recommendations

of adjustments of salaries of the Library staff for 1957-58, the non-professional 
positions were cleared under the established procedure of the State Personnel 
Department3, but those staff members, classified as academic, were considered and 
approved along with members of the faculty. Thus, many inequalities in salaries 
were corrected and in mcst cases salaries of professional librarians were raised to 
a level equal to those being paid librarians elsewhere. 

In the area of personnel, the next attention must be given to the writing 
of a statement of the meaning of academic status with the rights and privileges 
of the academic staff spelled out in detail. This statement will be submitted 
for approval to the Dean of the Faculty, and the Chancellor and then included 
in the Personnel Section of the Administrative Manial. The claseification plan for 
non-professional and professional-research positions as outlined in last year's 
annual report has been used successfully during the past year. It is proposed that 
it be continued in principle. 

In July, 1956, I. T. Littleton was appointed to the position of Assistant 
Librarian with special responsibility in the area of personnel administration. 
Under his direction, a program of staff training was begun. In the Fall two orien- 
tation lectures were held for new staff members. In March, a series of seminars 
for professional staff members was begun. On March 27, Miss Yocom discussed "Recent 
Problems and Davetconents in Cataloging"; on April 24, Assistant Professor Robert A. 
Miller of the School of Library Science, reported on the "Symposivm on Systems of 
Information Retrieval" held at Western Reserve University in April 1957; and on 
May 28, Mrs. Jessica Valentine discussed books of current importance. A group of 
weekly in-service training lectures for non-professional staff members was held 
last Spring. Outlines for these lectures have been included in the Administrative 
Manual so that when the series is repeated, we will have a syllabus for the course. 


We hope to continue this program in the Fall. 
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In the original 1957-59 budget request from the librarian, 26 new positions 
were requested for the Library. All of these were highly justified and if they 
had been granted, the services of the library could have been increased tremen- 
dously. The Legislature granted only $25,000 for new positions in 1957-59. 
Obviously, only six or seven positions can be created with this amount. This 
means that in many areas the Library will still be understaffed during 1957-59. 

The morale, loyalty and productivity among the staff has been high. Many of 
the staff are actively participating in scholarly and professional societies and 
are publishing in considerable amount. The activities and publications of the 
staff are listed in Appendix XII. 

There have been a number of imcortant changes in personnel due to retirements 
and resignations. 

Dr. Andrew H. Horn, University Librarian since August l, 1954, resigned 
effective June 30, 1957 in order to become Librarian of Occidental College in Los 
Angeles, California. Dr. Jezrcld Orne was appointed to succeed Dr. Horn. 

Robert E. Thomason, Supervising Bibliographer, resigned effective May 3l, 
1957 to accept a position as Head of Technical Processing at Los Angeles State 
College Library. 

Georgia H. Faison, a Library staff member since 1924 and the Head of the 
Reference Department since 1928, retired on June 30, 1957. She was honored by 
her many friends, faculty, students and alumni by a gift of a check to cover 
expenses for a tour of Europe. At a ceremony on Nobember 15 the check was presented 
to her and on that occasion there were numerous sincere expressions of gratitude 
to Miss Faison for her many years of scholarly, loyal service. 

Adolphus Clark who had served the Library faithfully for 33 years, first as 
janitor and later as mail clerk retired on June 30, 1957. 

As a result of some of these changes the following promotions were made 


effective July 1, 1957: 
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Dr. William R. Pullen from Documents Librarian to Assistant Librarian 
for Technical Processes. 


Miss Louise Hall from Assistant Head of the Reference Department to Head 
of the Reference Department. 


Mrs. Pattie B. McIntyre from Reference Assistant to Assistant Head of 
Reference Department. 


Mrs. Catherine Maybury, from Institute of Government Librarian to 
Documents Librarian. 


PLANS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


The plans and recommendations set down by a retiring University Librarian 
will necessarily be seen in somewhat different light by his successor. In 
a sense, though, both men merely attempt to point out the course of development 
which is inherent in the library as a vital organism. Given an ample, balanced diet, 
this Library will inevitably mature and become increasingly useful to the University 
and the State. 


lL. The 1959-1961 budget request should again press for additional 
book funds; but the need for salaries and wages money should 
also be emphatically demonstrated. 


2. Attention should be directed to the major capital improvements 
necessary to establish improved facilities for students through 
an Undergraduate Library ~ 


3. The organization for more effective cooperation with the libraries 
of Duke, State College, Woman's College and the State Library is 
in need of attention. A recommendation has been submitted to 
President Friday and President Edens. 


4. Two divisions of the Library -- the Division of Special Collec- 
tions and the Bibliography Division -- are now ready for 
organizational change. Appointment of a Head of the Department 
of Special Collections is a first step; and eventually this 
department head should assume general supervision of the North 
Carolina Collection as well as the Rare Book Room, Graphic 
Arts Collection, and Map Collection. The promotion of the 
Supervising Bibliographer to the rank of an Assistant Univer- 
sity Librarian will bring the Order, Serials and Catalog 
Departments into better coordination. The Supervising Biblio- 
grapher (i.e., Assistant Librarian in charge of acquisitions 
and technical processing) will also be in a better position 
to further the acquisitions program of the Documents Department 
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in support of the work of the Bureau of Public Records Collec- 
tion and Research. 


Basic data have been collected to complete the present outline 
of the Administrative Manual. Policy memoranda on a lending 
code and an acquisitions code should be issued early in 1957/58 
following apprceval by the Administrative Board of the Library. 
Most of the memoranda of the Information Section of the 

Msnual are now ready: and the material for the memoranda of 

the Procedures Section has been assembled in the Librarian's 
Office. 


Several units in the Division of Special Libraries are under- 
staffed; some departmental libraries are allocated no wages 
funds at all from the Library's budget. ie have adopted the 
plan of highly specialized library units which unquestionably 
is a superior method of servirg a comptex university; but 

the organization is meaningless unless it is staffed. Asa 
watter cf fact, an elaborate organization without the means 

to operate it can defeat rather than further its basic purpose.
